1.~The nearer the time of the Moon’s Change, First Quarter, Full and Last Quarter 
is to Mrpniear, the fairer will the weather be during the seven following days, 

2.—The space for this calculation occupies from ten at night till two next morning. 

3.—The nearer to Mip-nay or Noon these phases of the Moon happen the more foul 
or wet the weather may be expected during the seven following days. 

4,.—The space for this calculation occupies from ten in the forenoon till two in the 
afternoon, ‘These observations refer principally to Summer, though, they affect Spring 


and Autumn nearly the same, 


5,.—The Moon’s Change, First Quarter, Full, and Last Quarter, happening during six 
of the afternoon hours, ¢. e., from four to ten, may be followed by fair weather ; but this 
is mostly dependent on the WIND, as noted in the table.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


If it begin to rain from the south, witha high wind, for two or three hours, and the 
wind fall, but the rain continues—it és likely to rain twelve hours or more. 

If it begin to rain an hour or two before sun-rise, it is likely to be fair before noon, 
and continue through the day; but if it begin to rain an hour or two after sun-rise—it is 
ukely to rain all that day. 

lf the latter end of February, and the first days of March be for the most part wet, 
the Spring and Summer quarter are likely to be so too. 

If the Jatter end of October, and beginning of November be for the most part warm 
and rainy, then January and February are likely to be frosty and cold.

JANUARY. 


Tuts is one of the most delightful months in the year ; its temperature is cool and re- 
freshing ; and extremely agreeable to those in the enjoyment of good health, but to 
rheumatic and gouty subjects, it is far from pleasant, 

The days are coo! and clear ;—the mornings and evenings damp and foggy. 

The Thermometer ranges, in the shade, from 52° in the morning to 65° in the after- 
noon, 

The wind is northerly, and seldom blows strong: but when it does, and is accompanied 
with at (which sometimes happens in the course of the month), the cold is most dis- 
agreeable. 

e Vegetables of all kinds are in the highest state of perfection ; the markets abound with 
green peas, cauliflowers, cabbages, turnips, yams. potatoes, carrots, spinage, greens, 
cucumbers, radishes, celery, lettuces, young onions, ole-cole, kochoo, French beans, 
seam, brinjals, red and white beet, &c., &c. 

The market produces beef, mutton, veal, lamb, pork, kid, poultry, &c. of the best 
and most superior kind. 

Game is to be had in great abundance —snipe, duck, teal, &c. 

The Fish market is well supplied at this season, with beckty (the salmon of the East, ) 
moonjee, rowe, cutlah, quoye, sowle, selliah, bholah, eels, banspattah, and many others of 
inferior description. 

Fruit trees in general, begin to shew their buds and blossoms this month ;—mangoe, 
peach, pumplenose, (shaddock,) rose-apple, &c. 

The fruits in season are China oranges, loquats, plantains, pine-apples, sugar-canes, 
country almonds, limes and tipparee. 

FEBRUARY. 


The beginning of the present month is generally cool and comfortable, particularly if 
the northerly wind prevails ; the weather afterward becomes disagreeable, till a change 
of season takes place about the end of the month, 

When the weather is variable, the wind blows principally from the N. W., veering 
round occasionally to the N. E., attended with clouds and drizzling rain; this continues 
about the 20th, when the southerly wind sets in. The weather now becoms mild and 
genial, especially to those who are subject to the gout and rheumatiom. 


LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 49 


The days are sometimes hot and the nights cool and chilly, with heavy dews. 

The Thermometer in the shade ranges on a medium, from 58° in the morning to 75° 
in the evening. 

The measles, in children, are very prevalent during the whole of this month, 

Rheumatism and gout becomes less intolerable after the southerly winds have set in. 
Warm clothing is rather troublesome to new comers but not so with old Indians, the 
state of whose blood is, from the debilitating influence of the climate, considerably, 
under proof. Sometimes this month is rather showery, which protracts the cold season 
til) the middle of the following month. 

The fish market has the addition of the small hilsah (herring). Meat and vegetable 
continue good and abundant. 

The additional vegetables are asparagus, pumpkin and young cucumbers ; and fruits, 
custard-apples, mulberries, bale and small water-melons. 

MARCH. 

The weather during the greater part of this month being agreeably warm, the tempera- 
ture is extremely favourable to old Indians. 

The Thermometer ranges in the shade from 68° in the morning to 82° in the afternoun. 

The alternate changes of heat and cold render part of this month unpleasant, as the 
heat becomes at times rather oppressive. 

Various operations of husbandry generally commence this month as soon as the ground 
is moistened by rain ; this, however, sometimes happens at the latter end of February, 
and then itis occasioned by an unusual quantity of rain. 

The meat market continues good. 

Fish to be had in abundance and the market has the addition of the gooteah, a small 
and well-flavored fish. 

Green peas and turnips disappear this month ; salad, cabbages, carrots and celery are 
on the decline, but asparagus and potatoes continue excellent; green mangoes and un- 
ripe footee are to be had, also omrah, greens, and water-cresses. 

Fruit is also plentiful--large water-melons appear about the middle of the present 
yoonth, and continue in perfection till the middle of June. 

The North-westers, with thunder, lightning and rain, generally commence about the 
termination of this month. 

APRIL. 


The beginning of this month is sometimes pleasant, particularly if the North-westers 
are frequent ; but the middle and latter parts are disagreeable in the extreme ; it is one — 
of the worst months in the year. 

The Thermometer ranges in the shade from 80° in the morning to 92° in the afternoon ; 
but when exposed to the sun, it rises to 110°. 

The wind blows from the southward, and is very strong throughout the month ; and 
when it is accompanied with hot winds from want of rain, it becomes oppressive. These 
parching winds are unfavorable to vegetation, and were it not for occasional supplies of 
rain, would prove disastrous. : 

The North-westers are at times attended with dreadful storms of thunder and light- 
ning, during which rain and hail fall in torrents : these stormssometimes occasion much 
damage. ‘The North-westers continue at intervals till the beginning, and sometimes till 
the middle of May. 

This is an unfavorable season for meat, which begins to be flabby and poor, the fat 
spongy and yellow : indeed very little good, of any description, is to be found in the 
market. 

The fish market has the addition of the mangoe-fish, so called from its annual visit to 
all the Bengal Rivers, at this(the mangoe season) to spawn; it appears as soon as the 
mapgoe is formed on the tree; and disappears at the close of the season--that is about 
the middle of July. This fish, perhaps, has the most agreeable flavour of any in the 
known world ; and so sought after (by Natives as wellas Europeans,) that, although not 
so large as a middle-sized whiting, they are sold at the beginning of the month, from 4 to 
8 per rupee, and before the end of May, as they become plentiful, they are one rupee the 
score ; and in June, two to three scores for one rupee. 

The fish market has also the addition of the carp and mhagoor. 

Potatoes, asparagus, onions, cucumbers, and a few cabbage sprouts are the only vegeta- 
bles to be procured. 

Water-melons and musk-melons are in great perfection : there is not much fruit now to . 
be had in the market. Green mangoes for pickling, and corinda for tarts are in great 
abundance, 

MAY. 


The present is considered the very worst month in the year, it being parching hot and 
no rain, 

The Thermometer ranges in the shade on a medium, 85° in the morning to 98° in the 
afternoon : if exposed to the full influence of the sun’s beams it will rise to 130 degrees 
and sometimes higher,

50 LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 


The weather this month is most oppressive, especially the latter half, the wind continues 
southerly, and the heat is searcely bearable. Of all the months in the year, the present 
is the most painful, particularly to those whose avocations compel them to be much out 
of doors. ‘To be exposed to the sun without a covering is extremely dangerous at any 
hour, from 10 to 6 o’clock : it would be death in any constitution, except to Natives, who 
are inured to the climate by birth and practice, and even they, sometimes, fall a sacrifice 
to the powerful influence of the sun. ‘The heat in the first half of the month is, some- 
times:elieved by North-westers accompanied by refreshing showers, vivid lightning and 
distant thunder at times attend the North-westers, 

Grapes of the largest size, peaches, pine-apples, limes, rose-apples, leeches, jumrules, 
‘wampeens, together with water-melons, musk-melons, pomegranates, custard-apples, 
&c., &c., in season. 

The meat market is very inferior to last month. 

Fish continues good and abundant, the beckty excepted, which, from the difficulty of 
its reaching the market ina firm state, becomes scarce. Mangoe-fish in great perfection 
this month. 

Asparagus, potatoes, and cabbage sprouts, with indifferent turnips, sweet potatoes 
cucumbers and onions, are nearly all the vegetables now in the market. Pumpkins 
and other cucurbitaceous roots are however procurable. 


JUNE. 


The periodical rains set in about the middle of this month : had not Divine Providence 
thus ordained it, the present and succeeding months would become intolerable from 
parching heat, and a period would be put to vegetation ; but refreshing and cooling showers 
falling occasionally, and heavy rain sometimes, render the mean temperature of this and 
the three following months lower than might be expected. 

The Thermometer, the first of this month, rises frequently to 99° in the shade at noon ; 
from which time, that is about the 15th, if the rains commence, the heat subsides. 

The weather throughout the whole of this month, is pleasant or oppressive, according 
to the quantity of rain which falls ; if thesweather be dry, the heat is scarcely bearable ; 
it is generally very close ; not a breath of air from any quarter; but if the rains eom- 
mence, as they are always expected to do, (in regular seasons,) between the 10th and 20th 
of the month, the air is refreshing, and the weather not uncomfortable. 

Meat, as must be expected, very indifferent. 

The fish market much the same as last month, 

Mangoes and mangoe-fish in great abundance and perfection. The Maldah mangoes 
arrive in Calcutta about the middle or latter end of this month, and they are considered, 
without exception, to be the best that can be procured in Bengal. Grapes, peaches, lee~ 
ele &c., disappear this month. Custard-apples, pine-apples, and guavas are in great 
pertection, 


Asparagus and potatoes, onions and Indian corn, are the principal vegetable that 
remain. 


JULY. 


This month is attended with much rain ; the winds are Jight and variable ; the weather 
frequently gloomy, and sometimes stormy, with heavy falls of rain; whilst at intervals, 
it is fair, mild, and the temperature agreeable. 

The Thermometer ranges in the shade from 80° in the morning to 89° in the afternoon. 


The showery weather of the present and preceding month is productive of the most be- 
neficial effects to the grain. 


Meat continues lean and poor. 

The fish market continues good. The moonjee, the rowe, the cutlah, the quoye, the 
sowle, the mhagoor, the chingree, the tangrah, and the chunnah, are procurable all the 
year round. The hilsa (or sable) fish makes its appearance this month: this fish is de- 
ficious either boiled, baked or roasted ; but it is generally considered very unwholesome. 
The natives devour it in such quantities, as to occasion great mortality among them. 
This fish, on being cured with tamarind, forms a guod substitute for herrings. It is then 
known by the appellation of the ** Tamarind fish.” 

Mangoes and mangoe-fish both disappear this month. 

Pine-apples, custard-apples, and guavas continue in season. 

The vegetable market is very indifferent—asparagus is in season, but potatoes become 


poor and watery. Young lettuces, cucumbers and sweet potatoes are now procurable, 
also the cumrunga and corinda. ; 


AUGUST. 


In the present month also there is abundance of rain, the weather continues much the 
same as the last: this, and the preceding month, are noted for their large quantities of 
rain, being the wettest in the whole year, 


The Thermometer ranges in the shade from $0° in (he morning to 90° in the afternoon. 
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t Light and variable winds, and cloudy weather, with smartand Jightrain, prevail at the 
beginning of the month ; the middle is sometimes fair, mild, cool and pleasant: the re- 
mainder variable, attended at times with strong winds and heavy rain. 

The two grand agents of Nature, heat and moisture, are in full activity in July and 
August ; the vegetation springs up, and spreads with astonishing rapidity, 

The Meat and Fish markets much the same as Jast month. 

Pumplenose (shaddock) appears this month ; pine-apples, custard-apples, and guavas 
continue in perfection. 

The vegetables procurable are salad, asparagus, cucumber, brinjals, mockun seam, 
(a kind of French beans,) radishes, turnips, cabbage sprouts, and some indifferent pota- 
toes. Indian corn, cucumbers, spinage and such like are to be had all the year round; 
but they are tasteless, except at this season, when they become firm, good, and very 
palatable. The avigato pear is sometimes procurable at this period, 


SEPTEMBER. 


The rains subside considerably during this month. 

The wind continues light and variable, attended with occasional cloudy weather. The 
days are sometimes fair, mild and bright—and the temperature agreeable, 

he Thermometer ranges from 80° in the morning to 85° in the afternoon, 

The Meat market much the same as last month. 

The Fish market experiences but slight iraprovement, for although there is abundance, 
yet it is not always firm and good, except the beckty, which becomes larger and better 
flavored. The followingare also in the market :—the bhola, dessy tangra,gooteah, bhengirs, 
gungtorah, kowa-toontee, pyrah chanda, the shell fish, and bagdah chingree. 

Vegetables are very indifferent ; yams generally come into season about this time. 

In the Fruit market small oranges make their appearance, but are very acid. Custard- 
apples, pine-apples, guavas and pumplenose continue in season. 


OCTOBER. 


The first half of this month generally yields a good supply of rain, and introduces the 
powerful influence of a second spring season upon all vegetating bodies: heat and mois- 
ture are in full operation, and produce rapid vegetation. 

The rainy season breaks up generally between the 10th and 20th of this month ; some- 
times, however, it continues a little longer, but this is seldom the case; the concluding 
showers are frequently heavy, continuing from 6 to 24 hours incessantly ; alter which the 
weather becomes fair, calm and settled. 

The Thermometer ranges in the shade from 78° in the morning to 85° in the afternoon. 

The winds are in general ght and variable during the month, veering from south to 
N. W.—thence tonorth and N, E, 

The monsoon changes about the 3ist of this month—after which light northerly breezes 
set in with occasional N, E. winds, 

As soon as the weather sets in fair, it isthe propitious season for preparing the Kitchen 

rden, 

The Meat markets begin to revive, and the Fish market to improve; the beckty be- 
eomes firm, and the other proportionably good ; snipes make their appearance. 

Vegetables and fruit continue mach the same as last month, till the Jatter end of the 
present month, when, if the season is favourable, both experience a considerable improve- 
ment. Oranges become large and better flavored, and custard-apples in great perfection. 

Young potatoes sometimes make their appearance this month, but they have very little 
flavour ; they are small and watery. Pomegranatesare procurable, also kut-bail. 


NOVEMBER. 


The weather is clear and settled. and the temperature reasonable, sometimes the days 
are warm, but the mornings and evenings are coo) and agreeable. 

If the rain ceases early in October, and the cold weather follows shortly after, Novem- 
ber becomes a beautiful and delightful month. Nothing can be more favourable than this 
season for the renovation of the healtb of the valetudinarian, after having experienced 
the debilitating effects of the hot weather, 

Light Northerly winds prevail this month. ; 

The Thermometer ranges from 70° in morning to 75° in the afternoon. 

The seeds committed to the soil during the last and present month start into life, with 
a vigour unknown to other climes. 

The Meat market looks wholesome ; beef, mutton, veal, pork aud poultry become firm 
apd good. 

Game comes in also this month, in considerable quantities—wild ducks, snipes, teals, &c. 

Abundance of fish procurable, also firm and good, such as beckty, banspattah, gong- 
torab, mirgael, carp and mangoe-fish without roes. 
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The Vegetable market begins afresh this month, by the introduction of green peas, new 
potatoes, lettuce, greens of different kinds, spinage, radishes, and turnips. 

In the Fruit market may be had oranges, Jimes, lemons, pumplenose, pine- apples, 
custard-apples, papias, plantains, cocoauuts, country almonds, pomegranates, kutbail, &c. 


DECEMBER. 


The weather continues fair, cool, and, on the whole, extremely fine throughout the 
month, witha light northerly wind. 

The days and nights are cold and clear ; and the mornings and evenings foggy, parti- 
cularly at the latter end of the month, 

The Thermometer ranges from 65° in the morning to 70° in the afternoon. 

The Meatand Fish markets are in great perfection, both as quantity and quality, 
games of all kinde in abundance. 

The Vegetable market is excellent, yielding green peas, young potatoes, lettuce, young 
onions, radishes, small salad, sweet potatoes, French beans, seam, brinjals, yams, carrots, 
turnips. greens, young cabbages and cauliflowers. 

The Fiuit market continues much the same as last month, Brazil currants (tiparees) 
make their appearance this month, together with bail and other fruits,

J. As it is advisable to condense into one General Order the many partial ones 
which have been issued, as occasions required, respecting Ordnance Salutes, the follow- 
ing Rules are promulgated for observance henceforth. 

II. Morning and Evening Guns are authorized to be fired at all Stations of the 
Army or Camps, coming under the following descriptions : 

The Head Quarters of the Army, and of all General Officer’s or Divisional Com- 
mands, including the Head Quarters of the Artillery Regiment. 

All Fortresses or Cantonments with a permanent Garrison Staff. 

The Head Quarters of all Districts or Brigadiers Commands, or Field Forces, 

All Camps or Posts at which a Force is stationed of, or equal to, two Corps (Cavalry 
or Infantry,) with a Company or more of Artillery or Field Battery. 

III. Salutes to those entitled thereto, are authorized according to the Regulations 
at all places coming within the above description. 

IV. Officers inferior to Brigadier-General, who Command Divisions of the Army, 
Districts, Field Forces, on or beyond the British Frontier; or Garrisons with a 
Permanent Staff, to receive the Salute and Honors of the next Superior Army Rank 
from their own Garrisons, Fortresses, &c. 

V. Ships Saluting the Fort, to have the Compliment returned by an equal number 
of Guns. 

VI. No persons to be Saluted, but when he comes into, or leaves the Presidency 
on Public Service.

POST OFFICE REGULATIONS. 


Extracts from Rules for the Management of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, passed by the Governor-General of India in Council, on the 
30th August, 1837.

ACT NO. XVII. OF 1837. 


Passed by the Right Honorable the Governor General of India in 
Council, on the 24th July, 1837. 


I. It is hereby enacted, that Regulation XI. of 1830, of the Bombay Code, shall be 
repealed. 

th And it is hereby enacted, that the exclusive right of conveying letters by post for 
hire, from place to place, within the Territories of the East India Company, shall be in 
the Governor-General of India in Council. 

if. Provided always, that it shall be competent to the said Governor-General of India 
in Council, and to any authority thereunto empowered by the said Governor-General in 
Council, to grant to any person or persons a license permitting such person or persons to 
convey letters by post for hire from place to place within the said Territories, and that 
it shall be lawful for any person or persons having such a license, to convey letters in 
conformity with the terms of such license. 

1V. And it ishereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Governor-General in 
Council, and for any authority which may have granted any such license as is described in 
the preceding Section, to revoke such license at pleasure. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever otherwise than under the authority of the 
said Governor-General in Council, or in conformity with the terms of such a license as is 
aforesaid, knowingly conveys any letter by post for hire from place to place withio the 
said Territories, or receives any letter or packet of letters, in order to such conveyance, 
or delivers any letter according to its direction, knowing the same to have been so con- 
veyed, or is accessary to such conveyance, receipt or delivery, shall be punished with 
fine not exceeding Fifty Rupees for every letter so conveyed, received or delivered. 

VI. And itis hereby enacted, that inland postage duties shall be levied on the 
conveyance of letters and packets by the Government Post, at the rates set forth in the 
Schedule marked A which is annexed to this Act, and that the full postage shall be paid 
either on receipt or on delivery, at the option of the sender and that if the thing convey- 
ed be trnsferred from a Post Office in one Presidency toa Post Office in another Pre- 
sidency, no additional charge shall be made on account of such transfer. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that when there is a banghy established ona line of 
road, no person shall be entitled to demand that any letter or packet exceeding 12 tolas 
in weight shall be conveyed by the the letter post on that line of road.* 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that no packet of the description mentioned in Table 
2 of Schedule A shall contain any writing whatever other than writing which is neces- 
sarily part of the documents which such packet is stated to contain, by attestation on the 
cover of such packet, and that whoever shall send uny such packet by the Government 
Post, knowing that it contains any writing not necessarily part of the documents which 
such packet is stated to contain by attestation on the cover, shall be punished with a fine 
of Fifty Rupees. 


* Section VIII. has been repealed, vide Act XX, of 1832. 
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X. And it is hereby enacted, that no packet of the description mentioned in Table 3 
of Schedule A shall contain any writing whatever, except the direction on the cover and 
that whoever shall send any such packet by the Government Post, knowing that. it con- 
tains any writing other than the direction on the cover, shall be punished with a fine 
of Fifty Rupees. 

XI, And it is hereby enacted, that proof sheets marked as such may be sent by letter 
post at the rates set forth in Table 3 of Schedule A provided they be brought to the Des- 
patching Office open, and be sealed in presence of the person in charge of such Office. 

XII, And it is hereby enacted, that the said Governor General in Council shall frame 
a scale of distances as nearly as practicable, according to the distance by the nearest road 
between Post Office Stations and that the rates of inland postage shall be calculated ac- 
cording to this scale. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted that Steam Postage, according to such rates as may 
from time to time be fixed by the Governor-General in Council, shall be levied on all 
Jetters and packets sent or received by any Government Steamer, and that such Steam 
Postage shall be in excess of any inland postage to which such letters or packets may be 
liable. . 

XIV. Anil itis hereby enacted, that Ship Postage according to the rates fixed in 
Schedule B. annexed to this Act, shall be levied on all letters or packets sent or received 
by sea, through any Government Post Office and not liable to Steam Postage. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that when any Vessel] arrives by sea at any place 
within the said Territories at which there is a Government Post Office, the Commander 
of such Vessel shall as speedily as possible, cause every letter and packet on board of : 
such Vessel which is directed to that place, and which was not specially entrusted for 
separate delivery, to be delivered either at the Post Office, or to some Officer of the Post 
Office, authorized to receive the same ; and that if there be on board any letter or packet 
directed to any other place, and not specially entrusted for separate delivery, the said 
Commander shall, as speedily as possible, report the same to the Post Master General or 
Post Master of the place at which he has arrived, and shall act according to such direc- 
tions as he may receive from such Post Master General or Post Master ; and that the 
receipt of such Post Master General or Post Master, shall discharge such Commander of 
all responsibility in respect of such letter or packet. 

XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that every Commander of a Vessel who shall wilfully 
disobey any of the directions contained in the preceding Section, shall be punished with a 
fine not exceeding 1,600 Rupees, 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that for every letter or packet delivered by a Com- 
mander of a Ship, in conformity with the directions of Section XV. of this Act, the 
Officer in charge of the Post Office, shall pay to the said Commander the sum of One 
Anna. : 

XVIII. And it is hereby enacted, whenever any letter or packet is transhipped for 
transmission to any other place within the said Territories, the Commander of the Vessel, 
which originally brought such letter or packet, shall be entitled to rece:ve one Anna for 
every such letter or packet, and that the Commander of the Vessel into which the letter or 
packet is transhipped, shall be entitled to receive Half an Anua from the person in charge 
of the Post Office at the place of delivery provided that the said last mentioned Com- 
mander delivers the same in conformity with the directions contained in Section XV. of 
this Act. 

XIX. Provided always, that no payment shall be made to the Commander of any 
Vessel on aceount of the delivery of any letter or packet unless the claim of such Com- 
mander shall be preferred before the Vessel leaves the place at which the Jetter or packet 
was delivered, or before the expiration of three months from the date of the arrival of 
the packet at the place of ultimate delivery. 

XX. And it is hereby enacted, that the Commander of every Vessel leaving any place 
in the said Territories by Sea, shall receive on board of such his Vessel, every Setter and 
packet which he shall be required to receive by any Officer of the Vost Oilive, and shall 
sign a receipt for such letters and packets ; and that every Commander of a Vessel who 
shall wilfully disobey any direction of this Clause, shall be punished with a fine not exe 
ceeding 1,000 Rupees. 


XXI. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or packet. the postage of 
which has not been paid, shall be delivered by any person employed by the Post Office, 
the person to whom it is delivered, shal! not be bound to pay the postage if he returns the 
Jetter or packet unopened, but if he opens the same, he shall be bound to pay the postage 
due thereon: provided always, that if the letter or packet shal] appear to have been ma- 
liciously sent for the purpose of annoying the person to whom it is directed, the Post 
Master General, or Post Master of the Office, from which the delivery took place, shall 
remit the said postage. 


XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that every letter or packet which is rejected unopen- 
ed by the person to whom it is directed, shall be returned by Post to the sender, and that 
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the said sender shall be bound to pay the return postage thereon, unless direct postage 
has already been paid thereon. 

XXII[. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or packet, the sender of 
which is unknown, shall be reyected unopened by the person to whom it is directed, such 
letter or packet shall be opened by the Officer in charge of the Post Office from which 
such letter or packet was delivered to that person. 

XXIV. And itis hereby enacted, that if any person shall refuse to pay any postage 
which he is legally bound to pay for any Ietter or packet, it shall be lawful for the Officer 
in charge of the Post Office, from which such letter or packet was delivered, to withhold 
from the person so refusing, till such postage be paid, any letter directed to that person 
upon which postage has not been paid by the sender. 

XXV. And it ishereby enacted, that all letters and packets which have remained three 
months unclaimed at any Post Office, shall be transmitted to the General Post Office of 
the Presidency. 

XXXVI. And it ishereby enacted, that at intervals not exceeding three months, lists of 
all unclaimed letters and packets which are in the General Post Office of any Presidency, 
shall be published in the Official Gazette of that Presidency. 

XXVII. And it is hereby enacted, that every letter and packet which may have 
remained eighteen months unclaimed in the General Post Office of any Presidency, shall 
be opened by the Post Master General of that Presidency, and that all valuable property 
which such letter or packet may contain, shall be paid into the Government Treasury for 
the benefit of any party who may havea right thereto, and that when tweive months shall 
have elapsed after the opening of such unclaimed letter or packet it shall be lawful for 
the said Post Master General, if such letter or packet still continues to be unclaimed, to 
destroy the same 

XXVIII. And itishereby enacted, that the privilege of sending and receiving all 
Jetters and packets by letter post free of postage, and of sending and receiving letters and 

ackets by banghy on the public service free of postage, shall be allowed to the persons 
fereinafter mentioned, viz.: 


Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State. 

President and Secretaries of the Board of Control. 

The Chairman, Deputy Chairman and Directors of the East India Company, 

Secretary, Deputy Secretary and Assistant Secretary at the India House. 

The Governor General. 

Vhe Governors of Bengal, Madras and Bombay. 

The Governor of Ceylon. e@ 

"The Lieutenant Governor of the North Western Provinces, 

The Chief Justice of Bengal, Madras and Bombay. 

The Bishops of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay.

The Puisne Judges of the Supreme Courts of Bengal, Madras and Bombay.

And that the letters and packets sent by any of the persons aforesaid, shall be franked 
jn such manner as may be directed by the Governor General of India in Council. 

XXIX. And it ishereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the said Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Council, by an Order in Council, to grant to xny person. or body of per- 
sons, the privilege of sending or receiving letters or packets either by Jetter post or bat. 
ghy free of postage, on such conditions and under such rules as the said Governor General 
in Council may direct, 

XXX. And it is hereby enacted, thatif any Post Master General, or Post Master shall 
suspect that any letter or packet lying for delivery at his Post Office contains any contra- 
band articles, or any article on which duty is owing to the Government, or that any letter or 
or packet lying for delivery at the Post Office contains any writing in contravention of the 
provisions of Sections 1X. and X. of this Act, it shall be lawful for such Officer to sum- 
mon the person to whom the letter or packet is directed, to attend at that Post Office by 
himself or Agent within forty-eight hours after the arrival of the letter or packet ct that 
Post Office, and to open the letter or packet in the presence of the person to whom the 
Jetter or packet is directed, or of that person’s agent; and if that person shal} not so 
attend by himself oragent, then to open the letter or packet in the absence of that person. 

XXXI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Government shall not be responsible for any 
loss or damage which may occur in respect of any thing entrusted to the Post Office for 
conveyance, und that no person employed by the Government in the Post Office Depart- 
ment shall be :esponsible for any such loss or damage unless that person had caused such 
loss or damage maliciously or fraudulently. 
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XXXIF. And it is hereby enacted, that all fines incurred under any of the preceding 
provisions of this Act, may be levied on conviction before any Magistrate or Justice of 
the Peace, or before any person exercising the powers of a Magistrate; provided always, 
that no person not a Post Master General, or Post Master shall be competent to institute 
any prosecution for any violation of any of the preceding provisions of this Act. 

XXXII. And it is hereby enacted, tbat whoever being inthe employ of the Govern- 
ment in the Post Office Department, or being in the employ of any person or persons who 
may contract with the Government, to cunvey letters or packets by Post for hire, shall 
fraudulently appropriate any Jetter or pucket which may have been entrusted to him, or 
any thing containing in any such letter or packet, or shall open any such letter or packet, 
or any banghy box, with the intention of fraudulently appropriating any thing therein 
contained, shaJl be punished with imprisonment with or without hard labour for a term 
not exceeding seven years, and shal! also be liable to fine. 

XXXIV. And it ts hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as is described 
in the last Section, and being entrusted to receive money for postage duty, shall fraudu- 
lently appropriate the same, shall be punished, on conviction beforea Magistrate, with 
imprisonment with or without hard Jabour, for a term not exceeding two years, and shall 
also be liable to fine. 

XXXV. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as is described 
in Section XXXII. shall fraudulently put any wrong rare on any letter or packet, or 
shall fraudulently alter, or cause to disappear any mark which is on any letter or packet, 
shall be punished, on conviction before a Magistrate, with imprisonment with or without 
hard labour, for a term not exceeding two years, and shall also be liable to fine. 

XXXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as is described 
in Section XXXII. and being entrusted with the preparing or keeping of any document, 
shall with a fraudulent intention, prepare that document incorrectly, or alter that docu- 
ment, or secrete or destroy that document, shall be punished, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, with imprisonment with or without hard labour, for a term not exceeding twe 
years, and shall also be liable to fine. 

XXXVII. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as is described 
in Section XXXILI. puts any letter or packet in the Wallets of the Post Office, intend- 
ing thereby to defraud the Government of the Postage duty on such letter or packet, shall 
be punished, on conviction before a Magistrate, with impiisonment with or without hard 
labour. for a term not exceeding two years, and shall also be liable to fine. 

XXXVITI, And itis hereby declared, that the tola weight mentioned in this Act, is 
the tola of 180 grains trag, being the standard weight of the Company’s Rupee. 

XXXIX. And it is hereby enacted, that this Act shall have effect from the Ist day of 
October 1837, and that no postage duty shall be levied under the authority of this Act- on 
any letter which shall be received at any Post Office before the said Ist October, 1837. 


ACT NO. XX. OF 1838. 


I. Itishereby enacted, that from the first day of October next, Section VIII., Act 
XVII. 1837, be repealed. 

Il, And it is hereby enacted, that when there is no Banghy Post established on any line 
ef road, letters and packets exceeding in weight, 12 tolas, and not exceeding 40 tolas, shall 
be received by Post Masters for transmission by the Letter Post, under the Rules which 
follow: 

1. If the letter or packet received for despatch be of the description specified in heads 
Nos. 1, 2 and 3, of the Schedule A, annexed to Act XVII., of 1837, the postage daty 
thereon shall be levied by rateable increase, as declared and provided in the said heads of 
the said Schedule, and the Post Masters shall forward every such letter or packet on the 
same terms, the postage charge being rateably increased, as is provided in the said Act, 
for letters and packets not exceeding 12 tolas in weight. 

2. If any packets exceeding 12 tolas in weight and not exceeding 40 tolas, when so 
aeeng nt for despatch along a road where there is no regular Banghy Post established, be 
certified by attestation, written on the cover not to contain any of the things specified as 
subject to rateable postage duty under heads, Nos. 1, 2 and 3 of the said Schedule, and 
further, if it be so certified that such packets donot contain any writing in contravention 
of sections IX., and X. Act XVII. of 1837, every such packet shall, in like manner, be 
forwarded by the letter post being charged with duty as specified and prescribed in table 
4, Schedule A, for banghy parcels. Provided however, that it shall be in the power of 
the Post Master at the place of delivery to proceed for the discovery of any fraud or 
contravention of the law in respect of all packets, so conveyed by the letter Post at ban- 
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ghy postage rates, in the manner prescribed in Section XXX., Act XVII. of 1837, Provided 
also, that Government shall not be responsible for any loss or damage which may occur in 
respect of any thing entrusted to the Post Master for conveyance by virtue of this Act, 
and that no person employed by the Government in the Post Office Department, shall be 
responsible for any such Joss or damage unless such person has caused such loss or damage 
maliciously or fraudulently. 

Ill. And it is hereby enacted, that if packets exceeding 40 tolas in weight, te brought 
for despatch by the letter post at banghy rates, the ssme may be forwarded under the 
rules and restrictions prescribed in the preceding Section of this Act: Provided however, 
that the transmission of such over-weight packets shall always be discretional with the 
Post Master, to whom they may be brought for despatch, to forward them at such times 
and in such manner as may be convenient. 

1V. And it ishereby enacted, that no packet brought for despatch by banghy post, shall 
be returned from any Post-Office, on the ground that the banghy Post has not been laid for 
the whole distance to the place of delivery. 

V. And itis hereby enacted, that, except as hereinafter is mentioned, if any person 
wilfully certify or cause to be certified by writing on any letter, cover or packet delivered 
at any Post-Office for conveyance by Post, what is not true in respect of such letter or 
packet, or in respect of its contents, for the purpose of defrauding the Post-Office revenue, 
oe such person shall, on conviction, be subject to a fine of Fifty Rupees, for every such 
offence, 

‘VI, And it is hereby enacted, that whoever shall send, or cause to be sent by the Go- 
vernment Post any packet under the provisions of this Act, of the description mentioned 
in Table 2, of Schedule A, Act No. XVII. of 1837, which shall contain any writing 
whatever, other than writing which is necessarily part of the documents which such 
packet is stated to contain by attestation on the cover of such packet, knowing that it 
contains any writing not necessarily part of the documents which such packet is stated to 
contain by attestation on the cover, shall be punisbed with a fine of Fifty Rupees. 

VII. And itis hereby enacted, that whoever shall send or cause to be sent by the Go- 
vernment Post, under the provisions of this Act, any packet of the description mentioned 
in Table 3 of Schedule A, Act No. XVII, of 1837, which shall contain any writing what- 
soever, except the direction on the cover, knowing that it contains any writing other than 
the direction on the cover, shall be punished with a fine of Fifty Rupees. 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that all fines incurred on account of letters or packets 
sent by the letter post or by the banghy post, in contravention ot the provisions of Sections 
1X. and X., of Act XVIL., of 1837, as well as all fines by this Act, authorized to be ime 
posed, shall be demanded from the parties liable thereto, by notice in writing from the 
- Dost Master General, or from any Post Master, and if not paid upon such demand, the 
same shall, upon conviction of the offender before any Magistrate for the place, where the 
party charged may be residing, be levied, together with the costs attending the information 
and conviction, by distress and sale of the goods and chattels of the party or parties offend- 
ing, by warrant under the hand of such Magistrate. And if upon the return of such 
warrant, it shall appear that no sufficient distress can be had thereon, then it shall be lawful 
for any such Magistrate, by warrant under his hand and seal, to cause such offender or 
offenders to be committed to prison, there to remain for the space of two calendar months, 
unless snch fines and all reasonable charges attending the same, shall be sooner paid 
and satisfied. 

IX. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Post Master, to detain 
any letter or packet in respect of which any party shall become liable to fine for a contra- 
vention of Sections IX. and X., of Act XVII., of 1837, or of any of the provisions of 
ae A until the fine and all reasonable charges attending the same, shall have been

The Hon'ble the President of the Council of India in Council, in exercise of the 
authority for such purpose vested in the Government of India, by Act XVII. of 1839, 
has deemed it expedient to authorize the levy of Ship Postage, in addition to land postage, 
on Letters received or sent by Sea in Sailing Vessels, at rates Jower than those specified ia 
Schedule B. annexed to Act XVII. 1837. The following revised Schedule, marked D., 
is hereby published and prescribed to take effect from the Ist of April next, in lieu of 
Schedule B. of the Act above cited, and the Post Masters General and Post Masters of the 
several Presidencies of India, are required, from and after the said Ist of Aptil, 1846, to 
levy Ship Postage on Letters, Packets, or Parcels, not franked or otherwise entitled to 
pass free of Postage, received or sent by Sea in Sailing Vessels on or after that date, at 
the rates specified in the said Schedule D., hereunto annexed, antil otherwise ordered and 
provided.

‘be conveyed by a Government or Private Steamer from one Indian Port to another, and the 
Post Masters General and Post Masters of the several Presidencies of India are hereby 
required, from and after the said 1st of April, 1846, toact upon this rule until otherwise 
‘ordered and provided.

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RULES 


For the Management of the Post Office Department, passed by the 
Governor General of Indiain Council, on the 30th August, 1837. 


I. All existing Rules, General Ordersand Proclamations for the guidance of the Post 
Office Department of the different Presidencies and Settlements of India, as well as all 
Circular Orders of the Heads of the Department, saving such as relate to Dawk travelling 
and matters of account, shall cease to have effect from the 1st October next, and the fol- 
lowing Rules and Orders, shal] be substituted for the same, to be in force at all Post. 
Office Stations in any of the Presidencies, Settlements or Possessions of the Company, 
and to take effect from the above-mentioned date. 


Lstablishment of General & Provincial Post- Offices, Receipt of Letters, &c. 


I¥, There shall be a General Post-Office at each of the Towns of Calcutta, Madras, 
Bombay and Agra, and Post-Offices at such other places throughout India and in the Set- 
tlements subordinate thereto, as the Governor General of India in Council shall from time 
to time, direct. The immediate charge of each General Post-Office, and the control of the 
several Provincial Post-Offices subornidate thereto, shall be vested in Post Masters Gene- 
ral, each of whom shall respectively exercise his functions within such limits as may be 
determined by the said Gvernor General of India in Council, and the duties of the Pro- 
vincial Post-Offices shall be severally conducted by subordinate officers to be styled 
*‘ Post Masters.’”? The Post Masters General at Madras, Bombay and Agra, and the 
Post Masters subordinate to them, shall be appointed by the Governors in Council of 
‘those Presidencies respectively, and shall exercise their functions in subordination to 
the said Governors in Council. The Post Master General and Post Masters of the Pre- 
sidency of Fort William shall be appointed by the Governor General of India in Council, 
and shall exercise the functions under the direct control of the said Governor General 
of India in Council. 

111, The existing Post Masters General and Post Masters and all existing Officers of 
the Post Office Department, shal] continue in office until removed or otherwise directed, 
and shall act in their respective offices with the powers conferred by the Act No. XVIL., 
1887, and by these rules in like manner, as if they had been appointed specifically under 
their provisions. 

1V. Letters, Papers, and Parcels shall be received wherever a Post Master or Post 
Office Writer is stationed, for despatch by Land to every part of India or to Ceylon, and 
by Sea to every part of the World with which there is a Post Office communication: the 
Jatter unless superscribed for some particular Ship, will be sent by the first Vessel that 
sails direct to the country to which the letter is addressed, and if there be no Vessels so 
proceeding direct to the place addressed, the Jetter shall be forwarded by such circuitous 
route as shall appear to the Post Master General or Post Master to afford the means of 
most speedy and secure transmission, 

V. Letters, Papers or Parcels, required to be transmitted to Foreign Countries via 
Great Britain or lreland, must be addressed to the care of an Agent or other person in 
the United Kingdom, by whom the Foreign Postage demandable at the London General or 
other Post Office may be paid. That Postage cannot be received in this country, and unless 
it be paid through an Agent as above described the letters are liable to be returned to India. 

VI. Letters intended for delivery in India, may be paid for in advance, or be sent 
Bearing Postage at the option of the sender; and the name of the sender of any such 
letter shall not be demanded at any Post Office. But Newspapers, Printed Papers or Par- 
cels will not be received Bearing Postage, unless the sender shall give his name and 
address, in order that the regulated Postage may be recovered from him, in case of sach 
Paper or Parcel being refused by the party addressed. 

Vil. Letters, Papersor Parcels, intended for despatch by Sea should be stamped or 
superscribed ‘*Ship” and Ship Postage must be paid in advance thereon, in addition to 
any Inland Postage to which they may be severally liable. 

VIII. On Letters, Papers or Parcels, intended for delivery in Ceylon, Postage must 
be paid in advance to Point Calimere, except in case of letters received tor Ceylon from 
Ship, which may be forwarded Bearing Postage. If letters for Ceylon are received from 
Ship under cover to residents in India, such letters, superscribed ‘Ship Letters” and 
Bearing Postage as such will be received for transmission to their destination in like 
manner as if received direct from the Ship, 

IX, Letters from Ceylon will be charged Inland Postage from Point Calimere, or the 
place where the same are landed in India. 

X. The Table of Distances for calculation of Postage shall, until otherwise ordered 
and duly notified, be the Polymetrical Table prepared under orders of the Governcr 
General of India in Council, by the Committee for revising the Customs and Post Office 
Departments, and Priuted at the Official Gazette Press at Caloutta. Copies of these 
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Tables shall be furnished for the use of the Post Masters, and a complete set shall be kept 
open to inspection in every office for the receipt and delivery of Letters. Further, the 
several Post Masters shall prepare for each and every such office uader their control 
respectively, a Schedule framed from these Tables in the following form, for exhibiting 
the rates of postage chargeable at every such office, respectively, for the transmission of 
Letters and Parcels toevery part of India, ; and a counterpart of every suct Table shall, 
be submitted in duplicate by the Post Master for the appcoval of the Post Master General 
of the Presidency ; and one copy, as approved, avd countersigned by the Post Master 
General, shall be returned for the use of the Office tor which it is framed : and the same, 
with a translation or transcript in the Vernacular language of the District, shall be hung 
up in the said Office, and all Postage dues shall be levied according thereto, 

XI. Letters, Papers or Parcels shall be received at any General or Provincial Post 
Office for delivery at the Station itself within the ordinary range of delivery, aud shall be 
charged Postage according to the rate for distances not exceeding 20 miles. 

XU. Every thing received by Post from Seaward, not exceeding 600 tolas in weight, 
shall be immediately forwarded to the party to whom it is addressed, either by Letter or 
Banghy Post, according to its weight, unless it shall contain articles liable to Custom 
duty, or unless instructions to the contrary have been received in writing at the Post 
Office. Parcels exceeding 600 (olas weight shall be made over to the Collector ot Customs 
for publication in his list of Unclaimed Packages. 

XIIL. Newspapers or other printed or engraved Papers packed in open covers, or 
covers attested as containing Law Papers, Accounts or Vouchers only, or letters franked 
as on the public service, respecting any of which there is reason to believe that the pro- 
visions of the Post Office Act have been infringed, shall not be detained for examination 
at the Despa'ching Ojlice, but shall be forward marked ‘* Doubtful.”?” The Post Master 
receiving such letters, &c,, by the mail will then be guided by Section XXX. of the Post 
Office Act, But unless for the cause above specified ail Post Office Anthorities are pro- 
hibited from detaining, except under Section XXIV., of the Post Ollice Act, any letter, 
paper or packet received tor delivery by Post. 

XUV. All Letters, Newspapers or other Papers and Packets received for despatch by 
Post or Banghy Post, shall be weighed at the Post Office of Despatch, and shall be stamp- 
ed and marked single, double, &c,, as the case may be, and shall have the Postage to which 
they are severally liable marked on them: which stamp or mark shall regulate the Postage 
to be levied from the party concerned, whether the letter, paper, &c. be sent “ Paid’? or 
‘*‘ Bearing Postage”’—in order to obviate delay, Service and Free Letters shall never be 
re-weizhed prior to delivery, nor Newspapers. except in case of suspicion. Banghby Parcels, 
shall in all cases be re-weighed on delivery. ‘The re-weigbing of private letters prior to 
delivery shall be at the discretion of the Post Master General or Post Master. 

XV. In the event of any letters declared, or required by Clauses VII. and VIIJ., pre- 
ceding, or by Clause LIX., following, to be Post Paid, or Papers or Parcels reaching any 
Post Office, on which it shall appear that the entire regulated Postage whether Inland or 
Ship, has not been paid, such Letters, Papers, or Parcels shall not be detained or returned 
tothe sender, but shall be delivered or forwarded to their destination as the case may be, 
and the amount deficient shall be recovered from the pacty through whose negligence the 
undercharge has occurred. 

XVI. Persons not belonging to the department cannot be admitted into the interior nor 
permitted to examine the Records of any Post Office, without the special permission of 
the Post Master General or Post Master, to whom applications for information or redress 
must be made, either in person or in writing, by the party requiring the same. 


Hours for Receipt and Delivery of Letters, Despatch of 


Mails, &c. 


XVIT. At each General Post Office, Banghy Parcels will be received every day, Sun- 
days excepted, for despatch at the regulated Postage from 10 a.™. till4 vp. mM. News- 
papers daily till 54 p. m. and Letters also every day till 6 p.m. after which hours 
respectively they will be received till 63 e. mw. on payment of An extra half rupee each, 
as a fee for the trouble of re-sorting and re-packing the Mails, which fee shall be distribut- 
ed, at the discretion of the Post Master General, amongst the Post Office Servants, on, 
whom the additional labour may fall, to be paid by the sender whether the Letter, Paper 
or Parcel be forwarded, ‘* Bearing Postage’? or “ Paid.” 

XVII. At the Receiving Houses established in Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, or at 
any receiving houses which are or may be similarly established at other large Stations, 
Letters, Papers and Packets not exceeding 12 tolas in weight will be received daily from 1A 
a. M, to 4p. mM. for transfer to the General or Sudder Post Office, as the case may be. 
No extra Postage shall be leviable thereon, 

XIX, At Provincial Post Oflices, Banghy Parcels and Newspapers will be received 
for despatch, at the ordinary rates of Postage, from 10 4. 1, till4e. mM. and Letters till 
5 p. mM. after which hours respectively they will be received till 52 p.m. on the sender 
paying an extra half rupce each, to be appropriated as provided in Clause XVII, 
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Rates of Inland Postage leviable upon Letters, Banghy Parcels, &c. passing between 
Calcutta and other places in the East Indies, revised according to the Tables in Schedule 
C. 1, 2, 4and 5, which have been substituted for the Tables so numbered in Schedules A 
and B. of Aet XVII. of 1837, under the order of Government, No. 134, General Depart- 
- ment, dated 14th Augast, 1839, and published in the Calcutta Official Gazette of the 24th 
of that month. The revised rates to have effect from 1st of October, 1839, 
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XX. Althoogh all Post Offices will be open for receipt of Letters, Papers and Par- 
cels as above, official references shall be made to Post Office authorities only between the 
hours of 11 and 5, Sundays excepted. 

XXI. At each General Post Office there shall be two deliveries daily, the first deli- 
very not to be Jater than 10 a. m. and other at 3 Pp. m., at which hours respectively the 
peons shall] quit the Office with the Letters, &c. entrusted to them. All Letters, Papers, 
or Parcels received from 3 vp. m. till 9 a. w. shall be sent out at the first delivery, and all 
from 9 a. M. to 3 P. Mm. at the second delivery and Mails received after 3 p.m. shall not 
be opened till the following morning, except in case of public emergency, or of Letters, 
Papers or Parcels received from Seaward. 

XXII. At Provincial Offices, the delivery of Letters, Papers and Parcels must depend 
upon the hour of the arrival of the Mails at each Station, after which they shall be deli- 
vered with all possible despatch. 

XXIII. The Delivering Peons are prohibited from delivering Letters, Papers or Par- 
cels out of the usual course, and without immediate payment of the exact amount of Post- 
age ; and they are not bound to give change. Should they be subject to detention, they are 
not to deliver the Letters, Papers or Parcels, but to return them in theevening to the Post 
Office, for future delivery. 

B. Under the Provisions of Section II. Act XX1. 1835, Copper Coin is not a legal 
tender in payment of any demand except for fractions of a Rupee. 

xx Whatever Postage is marked on a Letter, Paper gad Parcel, must be paid at 
once on delivery, after which any complaint of overcharge will be duly attended to. In 
all complaints of overcharge or unnecessary delay in delivering Letters, Papers or Par- 
cels, the Covers or Envelopes, bearing the Post Office Stamp must be presented for in- 
spection and as all Post Office Peons wear a badge regularly numbered, when any com- 
plaint are preferred against any individual, the number of the badge should be specified. 

XXV. From each General Post Office the Mails shall be despatched daily at 8 P. m. 
and the Banghies as soon after as possible. 

XXVI. At Provincial Post Offices, the packets shall be made up at 5 p. m. for all 
Mails to be despatched in the course of the night; but for Mails which usually pass in the 
course of the day, the packets shall be made up half an hour before the expected arrival of 
such Mails, which are in no case to be subject to any detention, Notice of the hour at 
which each packet is closed, shall be hung up outside the Office both in English and in 
the language of the District, after which hours, Letters, Papers or Parcels received, 
shall not be forwarded till the following day. 

XXVIII. The Post Master at any Station or person in charge of the office, shall have 
power to refuse Letters, Papers or Parcels bearing the appearance of having been opened 
and re-closed or otherwise improperly dealt with, unless the writer op sender thereof shall 
attest with his full signature that they were sent in that state. 

XVII. In order to protect as far as possible the public Mails, from the chance of 
robbery, Officers in charge of Post Offices shall not knowingly receive Money, Bullion, 
Precious Stones or Jewels for despatch either by Letter or Banghy Post. 

AXIX. Letters once delivered into any Post Office cannot be recalled by the sender 
under any circumstances whatever. But Newspapers and Parcels may be recalled, on 
the person claiming the return of the same, satisfying the Post Master that he was the 
sender thereof, and on his paying the Postage, which would have been due on such paper 
or parcel if forwarded. 

XXX, ‘* Forward Letters” or Parcels, i. e., those which follow the persons addressed 
from Station to Station, shall be considered as so many fresh despatches, as shall be Jiabte 
to Postage as such, from each Station, whence they are forwarded in succession. Bat 
Newspapers, which follow persons in like manner, and Letters forwarded to Officers and 
persons marching with Corps and Detachments on duty, shall not be deemed to be a fresh 
despatch or be chargeable with fresh Postage beyond the maximum rate as leviable there- 
on, unless the former shall have been opened. Letters and parcels also forwarded to 
Corps or Detachments on march by any cross or temporary Dawk shall not be charged 
separately for the increased distance. 

XI. The Servants at the several Post Offices are not bound to give change to par- 
ties sending or receiving Letters in any case.* 

XXXII. Receipts will not be granted for Letters, Papers or Parcels received at any 
Post Office for despatch, unless they are presented ready written either in Books, or in 
separate slips of paper along with the Letters, Papers or Parcels. Receipts so presented 
will be duly stamped in all cases, and will also have the weight, whether single, double 
&c. and the amount of Postage noted on them when the Postage is pail in advance. 

XXXII. Jn order to obviate as far as practicable all delay, or mistakes in the deli- 
very of letters, it is particularly recommended that all persons arriving at or quitting any 
Station, or changing their residence at the same, will send tothe Post Office a Notifiea- 
tion thereof in writing.

Ship and Harbour Letters. ; 

XXXV. Onthe arrival of any Ship or Vessel off any British Indian Port, a printed 
Notice, under the signature of the Post Master General or Post Master of the Port or 
Station, shall be delivered to the Commander by the first boat despatched to board the 
Vessel, according to the requisition of which the Commander shall proceed to dispose of 
such Packets as he may have on board as directed in Section XV. of the Post Office Act, 
a copy of which Clause shall be communicated to the said Commander. 

XXXVI. The Post Master General or Post Master of the Port or Station shall grant 
receipts or Mail Packets that may be delivered to any Officer or person under his re- 
quisition, and if after delivery so made, the packet be lost before it reach the Post Office,

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the Commander shall equally be entitled to a receipt, in discharge from all responsibility 
for the same, 

XXXVII. The Master Attendant or such other Officers as may be directed by Govern- 
ment, shall furnish the Post Master General with early intimation of the intended depar- 
ture of all Vessels to Europe, the Mauritius, Australia, Cape of Good Hope, St. Helena, 
the Ked Sea, Persian Gulf, China or any Eastern Settlements, and the Post Master 
General shall cause a list of those Vessels for which packets are open to be published 
weekly in the Official Gazette of his own Presidency. 

XXXVIII. The Post Master General shall also cause to be published weekly in the 
Official Gazette of the Presidency, a Notice of the several dates up to which Packets 
have been dispatched by each Vessel that may have left the Port. 

XXXIX. Letters, Papers or Parcels to places on the Coast, to which the means of 
conveyance by Land are provided, will be received for transmissiom by Sea, at the usual 
rates of Ship Postage if they are indorsed ‘* Ship.” 

XL. Persons despatching Letters, Papers or Parcels from Out-stations, for transmis- 
sion by Sea, will on application at the Post Office of Despatch, after the lapse of a suffi- 
cient period, receive stamped acknowledgments of their receipt at the General Post Office. 

XLI. Letters, Papers or Parcels addressed to any person who may have sailed for 
Europe or elsewhere, shall be immediately returned to the sender, unless instructions 
have been received for their delivery to some third party on the spot or elsewhere. 

XLII. Letters addressed to any person serving or residing on board a Ship in any 
British Indian Port, will be delivered and charged as if addressed to residents on shore 
at such place, and in like manner Letters may be despatched by such persons from on 
board Ship without being charged with Ship Postage, provided they be certified by the 
sender to be ‘* Harbour Letters.” 

XLII, Newspapers, Pamphlets, &c. will not be received for delivery on the terms 
prescribed in Table 3, Schedule A, for imported Newspapers, Pamphlets, &c., except di- 
rect from the Ship in which imported.

The Rule regarding Ship Postage on Exported Letters, is simply, 2 annas for every 
Letter not exceeding 3 tolahs weight, one anna being added for every additional tolah 
weight. But, should it happen, that more export Letters require to be forwarded to 
Kedgeree, to overtake the vessels for which they may be intended, then, in addition to the 
above-mentioned rates, the ordinary Inland Postage would be leviable, as per column 80 
headed in the Scale for Imported Letters. 

It is to be observed that the ‘ Inland Postage” column in both these tables are for Let- 
ters despatched from Calcutta only.

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Public Despatches, Expresses, and Franking Rules. 


XLIV. All Public Despatches are to be made up in the most compact form possible, 
and whenever two or more letters are despatched from any one Office, to the same indivi- 
dual by the same day’s post, they are to be put up under one cover, provided they do not 
in the aggregate exceed 12 tolas weight. 

XLV. When the number of Letters received at any Post Office, shall cause the weight 
of a Mail to exceed the regulated weight, the Post Master General or Post Master is 
authorized to keep back a portion of the heavier public Despatches till the following day. 
But private Letters, except in‘cases of bulky Letters from Sea and public Letters marked 
‘*‘ despatch,” shall not be so kept back. 

XLVI. Despatches to be transmitted by Express must bear in the face of them the 
words «* By Express,” and the signature in full of the Officer sending them. 

XLVII. As the employment of Expresses interferes with the celerity and regularity 
of the Ordinary Mails, and is attended with expense, Public Officers are enjoined to em- 
ploy them as sparingly as possible, and any Public Officer despatching an Express, when 
the exigency of the Public Service does not, in the opinion of the authority to whom he 
is subordinate, require it, will be held answerable for the expense attending that method 
or transmission. Public Expresses from a General Post Office can be ordered only 
through a Secretary to Government. 

XLVIIL. Expresses may be employed by private individuals at the discretion of the 
Post Master General! or Post Master applied to, on a payment being made at the rate of 
4 annas per mile in advance. 

XLIX. No Public Officer shall detain Mails except a Secretary to Government acting 
by order, nor shall a Post Master delay the despatch of Mails at the requisition of any 
other Public Officer except in a case of emergency, duly certified, nor shall any Public 
Officer stop or open Mails in transit except under similar emergency, to be reported im- 
mediately to the nearest Post Master. 

L. Letters directed to Native Officers or Men of their Regiments or detachments shall 
be delivered to an orderly or any other fit person who may be deputed by the Officer 
commanding the Regiment or Detachment to receive the same, but Letters on which 
Postage may be due shall not be delivered unless the Postage be first paid. 

LI. Letters from Commissioned Native Officers and Non-Commissioned Officers, 
Privates and others borne on the Returns of Her Majesty’s or the Honorable Company’s 
Army, including Guides, Lascars and men of the regular Corps of Dooley Bearers, shall 
pass free of postage when not exceeding single weight, and containing no enclosures other 
than Bill of Remittances, superscribed with the name and rank of the sender, and direct- 
ed in English according to the annexed form, in addition to any direction they may bear 
in any Native language. Such Letters may be franked by the Commanding Officer of 
the Regiment or Detachment, who shall adopt the most effectual measures in his power 
to satisfy himself that the same are bona fide from the parties whose names are super- 
scribed thereon, and that they contain no enclosnres except Remittance Bills, for which 
purpose they shall be brought open, and after being franked shall be closed in presence of 
the Commanding Officer who shall send them to the nearest Post Office by an orderly or 
other trusty person.

LIV. Letters from Wives of European Soldiers addressed to their Husbands, shall be 
permitted to be franked by Officers Commanding Stations,, Posts or Depots. 


LV. Letters received from Europe by Ship addressed to European Soldiers in India, 
shall be forwarded free of Postege, although they may not be fraoked, provided they do 


wot exceed the weight of three tolas, But Newspapers, Packets or Parcels so received 
will be subjected to Postage. 

LVl. In the event of any public emergency rendering it necessary for any Public 
Officer not included in the List of those entitled to frank contained in a subsequent Clause 
to communicate with any authorities on the public service, such letters shall be entitled 
to pass free, if superscribed as follows : ‘‘ [ declare the contents of the enclosed are ex- 
clusively on the public service,” and signed with the name and official designation of the 
Writer. This privilege is however restricted to communications addressed to the nearest 


Political Officer or Magistrate, or Officer Commanding, or the Adjutant General, or any 
Secretary to Government, : : 


LVU, All franked Letters which do not c>rrespond in every respect with the several 
provisions of the Post Office Act or of these Rules will be charged with Postage, but the 
Post Master General or Post Master shall have power to remit the same, in cases where 
the contents of the letter are proved to his satisfaction to have been bona fide on the public 


service.—N, B. The franks of Members of Parliament will not exempt letters from 
India Postage. 


LVI. Postage charged in the first instance will be remitted.on the Officer addressed 
satisfying the Post Master General or Post Master that the communication received is 
exclusively on the public service. 


LIX, Letters which individuals address on their private affairs to any Government Of. 
ficers must be sent ** Post paid,’ and this rule is to be understood to include Letters 
transmitting Bills of Exchange, Promissory Notes, Receipts, Government Securities, &e. 
to the Accountant General, Government Agent, or other Public Officer ; but this practice 
shall be reversed when Public Officers write letters on such subjects to individuals, on 


which occasions they shall superacribe on the Envelopes with their official signatures, 
the word ‘‘ Bearing Postage.” 


LX. Official Gazettes shall be exempted from Postage when forwarded officially to any 
Public Officers under authority of Government. ‘The List of such Public Officers will be 
kept by the Superintendent of the Gazette, and may be inspected at any time hy the Post 
Master General or Post Master of the Station. 


LXI. With reference to the provisions of Section XXIX., of the Post Office Act, the 
Governors of the Foreign European Settlements in India in amity with Her Majesty, 
shall be permitted to receive and send throushout India all Letters, Papers or Packets by 
Letter Post, free of Postage, subject (o such restrictions as may appear expedient to the 
Governor General of India in Council. But parcels sent by Banghy Post to or from any 
such Authorities shall be chargeable with Postage. 


LXII. The privilege of franking the Correspondence of their respective Offices or De- 
partments on the Public Service has been granted to Public Officers, agreeably to the 
provisions explained in the heatlings of the several Lists appended, and it is to be distinctly 
understood, that no Public ('fficer is permitted to send or receive under any cover, frank- 
ed with the word ‘‘ Service,” any Private Note, Letter or Memorandum, not relating to 
the business of their respective Offices or Departments. All Service Letters, Packets and 
Parcels must be addressed accoriing to the subjoined Form :

The following Rules for Stamping Letters have been submitted to the Governor General 
of India in Council, and being approved, are appended for the guidance of the Officers 
of the Department. . 
Rules for using Post Office Stamps. 


All Letters and Packets whatever (save and except Newspapers and Ship and Steam 
Letters hereafter specially provided for,) received at any Post Office in India for despatch 
by Post, whether Free or Post paid, or liable to Postage, as the case may be, are to be 
marked with the appropriate Stamp, bearing the name of such office of despatch, and 
when Slide Stamps are not provided where the date of the month and year forms part 
of the Stamp itself, the said date must be entered in writing across the middle of the face 
of the Stamp. If the Letter or Packet received for despatoh be Post-paid or bearin 
Postage, the amount of Postage so paid or due, must be entered in writing on the face o 
the stamp, after the word ‘* Paid” or ‘* Bearing” as the case may be. 

2. All Lettersand Packets whatever, received at any Post for delivery at such Office, 
are in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate Office Stamp, and marked with the 
date of the month and year; but the amount of Postage, paid or due, is not to be entered 
on the Stamp of delivery, as the Stamp of despatch regulates the levy of Postage, 

3. The Stamp for all Service, Soldiers or other Free Letters or Packets, is an oval, 13 
inch long by t inch wide, bearing the name of the Office and the word ‘* Free,?’ and 
roust be stamped red. 

4. The Stamp for all Letters or Packets, on which Postage has been paid, is an ob- 
long,, 14 inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the Office and the word ‘* Paid,’’ 
and muat also be stamped red, 

5. The Stamp for all Letters or Packets, on which Postage has not been paid in ad- 
vance, is an oblong, 14 inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the Office and the 
word “* Bearing,” and must be stamped dlack, 

6. Forward Letters of Packets, 3. e., those which follow a party addressed from Sta- 
tion to Station, are to be stamped at each Office of fresh despatch, and marked with the 
additional Postage due on such fresh despatch. 

7. When a Letter exceeds in weight a single tola, its weight, double, &c., must be en- 
tered io writing on the face thereof, and on Banghy Parcels, the exact weight must in all 
cases be entered in writing on the same. 

8. All Service, Soldiers or other Free Letters or Packets, received from Seaward at 
any General Post Office, are to be stamped with the Ship Better Free Stamp. ‘This 
Stamp is circular, 1} inch in diameter, bearing the name of the General Post Office, the 
date of the month and year, and the words ‘‘ Ship Letter Free” and must be stamped red. 

9. All other Letters or Packets received from Seaward at any General Post Office, are 
to be stamped. if received by Ship, with the Ship Letter Bearing Stamp, and, if by a 

Government Steamer, with the Steam Letter Bearing Stamp. The former isa square 
Stamp, 1} inch in diameter, bearing the name of the General Post Office, the date of the 
month and year, and the words ‘ Ship Letter Bearing.”” The latter is an octagonal Stamp 
ot similar dimensions but with the word ‘‘ Steam Letter Beuring.”? Both these Stamps 
must be stamped dluck. 


16. At the several Stations where Newspapers are published in India, Newspaper 

Stamps are provided, with which all Newspapers received at such Stations for despatch,

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Regulations for Posting and Applications for Dawk Bearers. 


I. Travellers may be furnished with Dawk Bearers on application at different Post 
Offices, where they will obtain all the requisite information as to the estimated distances 
between known Stations to which only Dawk Bearers can be laid by any Post Master. 

II. Aeset of Dawk Bearers comprise twelve men, viz., eight palanquin bearers, two 
mussalchees, and two banghy burdars, for which is charged payable in advance at the rate 
of eight annas per mile ; but as in many instances, owing to the delay caused by travellers 
remainiog longer on the road than the stipulated time, this sum is found unequal to the ex- 
pense, a further sum of four annas per mile is required to be paid as a deposit, to cover 
any eventual expense or demurrage caused by delay on the part of the traveller. Should 
none occur, the full amount of the sum deposited is refunded, upon the traveller furnish- 
ing a certificate from the Post Master at the place where his journey terminates that he 
arrived there without incurring demurrage. It is the duty of Post Masters to furnish 
travellers with certificates, specifying according to circumstances, whether or otherwise 
he has come on demurrage. Such certificate, it must, however, be understood, is only 
applicable to the Post Master’s divisions who grants it, for it sometimes happens that a 
traveller having incurred demurrage on part of the road, by travelling subsequently 
during those hours originally appointed for halting, reaches the last division within the 

iven time. 
: N.B. It is to be particularly observed, that in some districts bearers are with difficulty 
procured, and where they have to be sent a considerable distance to take up the traveller 
and in like manner to return home; for time 80 occupied, they are paid additionally, and 
in all such cases Post Master, are authorised to charge actual cost for the traveller’s 
bearers. 

Ilf. When it is reported that a traveller comes on demurrage, on apy part of the 
road, the adjustment of the amount deposited to cover such expences will be postponed 
until the receipt of the Bills for the dawk, from all the Post Masters through whose di- 
visions the traveller may have passed. 

1V. Travellers, whether proceeding from the Presidency or from QOutestations, are 
provided witha form, in which they are requested particularly to note any cause of 
dissatisfaction they may meet with on their journey, and the places whre they meet with 
obstructions or irregularities on the part of the bearers or subordinate Post-office ser- 
vants; this form being affixed to the Certificate which the Traveller has to present for 
signature. secure its being noticed. 

V. When a Dawk has been ordered and circumstances may render expedient for the 
Traveller to postpone his journey, or to withdraw the Bearers entirely, he will of course 
be held liable for any expence which may have been incurred on his account. The amount 
paid for the Dawk, and the amount deposited to cover Demurrage, will therefore remain 
unadjusted until Reports are received from the several Post Masters on the line of route 
upon which the Dawk was ordered. 

VI. Traveller’s Baggage must not exceed for each Banghy Burdar, Twenty-four 
Seers ; and this must be divided into two Parcels, or Petarrahs, of sueh dimensions, as to 
render them conveniently portable, when slung as Banghies. 

VII. It is to be generally understood, that although Government permits their Servant 
to lay Dawk Bearers for the convenience of the Public, the State derives no benefit from 
this source ; and that neither Government nor any of their Officers are in any degree res- 
ponsible to the T'raveller for the misfortanes and disappointments which are inseparable 
from Dawk travelling ; thus every Traveller travels at his own risk, and is liable to the 
losses and increased expences incidental to delays and accidents and that Government can 
in no instance be considered liable to make good any losses whatever. 

VII1. When irregularities and consequent inconvenience occur to Travellers, the Post 
Master General, on being applied to, will immediately dihbiee ote the complaint brought 
to his notice, but this can only be done in the same manner and to the same end as a supe- 
rior in any other Department would interfere to enquire into complaints preferred against 
his subordinates. 

1X. In cases of surcharge alone, or charges which, to the parties complaining, might 
appear unjust, because arising out of some positive neglect or error on the part of the 
Post Master who lays the Dawk, it would be the duty of the Post Master General to 
investigate the matter, with a view to afford pecuniary redress, 

X. In every case of refusal to make good demands on account of laying Dawk Bear- 
ers, Post Masters are authorized to detain all Letters, Parcels, &c., for the person from 
whom the demands are due, in the same manner as he is authorized to act under Clause 
1X., of the General Rules. 

XI. Any decision pronounced by the Post Master General in all referencesrelative to 
Dawk Bearers, to be considered final.

Resolved that, average shall only be payable and computed on the following quantities of 
Goods, as if separately insured.

Lac Dye and Hides, each 10 cases or bale. 

Cotton, each 20 bales. . 


: Castor Oil, each 30 cases. 


Shel) Lac and Safflower, each 25 oases and bale. 

Jute and Hemp, each 200 bales. 

Sagar, (dry) Pepper and Coffee, each 100 bags. 

Saltpetre, each 250 bags. 

Rice and Seeds, each 500 bags, packets being free of particular average. 

Cuteh and Khaur to be free of particular average. 

Other Goods, not Jess than 1,000 Rs, value of each description. 

Grain to Mauritius to be free of partioular sverage, but charged only 1 per cent. pre 
mium,. 

Resolved that, the premium to Europe and the Cost of America shall be 3 per cent. on 
Dead Weight, it continuing 24 per cent. Light Freight. 

That, on Opium to China, the premium shail be 24 per cent. 

That, on Bullion round the Cape or to China the premium shall be 2 per eent. less 1-5th. 

That, on time Policies where there is a stipulation for continuing the risk if required, the 
premium for the extended period be 1 per mensem. 

That, the same rates shall be charged on Steamers as on sailing Vessels. 

That, from the Ist July and until the rule be altered by the Insurance General Committee 
where the premium on policies payable in London and China is settled in cash here, 
the rate of Exchange shall be 1-104 per rupee for each Pound Sterling and 205 per 
$ 100, for each Spanish Dollar of premium. 

That, the Branch Oltiices be instructed to adhere as far as practicable tothe rates and 
rules established by the Principals here. ;

1. In compliance with instructions received from the Hon’ble the Court of Directors, 
the Right Hon’ble the Governor General in Council is pleased to direct that the follow- 
ing Regulations for conducting the Government Agency business at the several Presiden- 
cies, be published for general information. 


2. The Governor General in Council has been pleased to authorize the Government 
Agent at Fort William and the Accountants General and the Sub-Treasurers at Fort 
William, Fort St. George and at Bombay for the time being to act under the respon- 
sibility of the Hon’ble East India Company, as Agents for the purposes hereinafter 
mentioned for the public Creditors of the Government, whether residing in Europe or 
elsewhere. The Government Agent at Fort William isalso authorized to act as Agent 
for the purposes hereinafter mentioned to absent Proprietors of Shares in the Capital 
Stock of the Bank of Bengal, and the Accountants General and the Sub-Treasurers at 
Fort St. George and at Bombay are also authorized to act as Agents for similar pur- 
poses to absent Proprietors of Shares in the Capital Stock respectively of the Bank of 
Madras and of the Bank of Bombay, 


3. The Officers abovementioned are authorized to receive eharge of and to grant 
receipts in duplicate for any Obligations or Loan Acknowledgments of the Government 
of India, or for Certificates of Shares in the abovementioned Banks at their respective 
Presidencies which the Proprietor may wish to deposit with them, and the Accountant. 
General and the Sub-Treasuver at Fort St. George are also authorized on the application 
of the Proprietor to receive charge of and to grant receipts in duplicate for Promissory 
Notes of the Government of Fort St. Geoge issued on account of the Tanjore Debt. No 
Note or Certificate is to be received in deposit which shall not appear to be made out in the 
name of, or be regularly endorsed to, the person depositing it or on whose account the 
Deposit may be made. Persons desiring to deposit their Government Securities or Bank 
Share Certificates shall make their applications to the Government Agent at Fort William, 
or to the Accountant-General and Sub-Treasurer at Fort St. George or at Bombay, in 
Po aby hereunto subjoined No. 1, and the receipts of those officers, will be given in the 

orm No, 2. 


4, The Officers abovementioned will receive the interest on any Government Paper, 
or the dividend on any Bank Share Certificates which may be deposited with them, and 
will, according to the instructions of the Proprietor, either remit the amount of such 
interest to England in Bills to be drawn on the Hon’bie Court of Directors, if the interest 
shall be payable in such Bills by the terms of the Loan, or they will pay the amount of 
such interest or dividend at the Presidency, to any person nominated by the Proprietor to 
receive such payment. The Goveroment Agent at Fort William will also, according to 
the instructions of the Proprietor, remit the amount of interest on such Government 
Paper as may be deposited with him to the Presidencies of Fort St. George or Bombay 
by Drafts on the Public Treasuries of those Presidencies or to any of the Stations 
subordinate to the Presidency of Fort William, by Drafts on the Collectors or on the 
Residents at Delhi or Lucknow according to the rates of Exchange at which Government 
may draw at the time.

FinanctaL DEPanTMENT, THE 7TH OCTOBER, 1835. 


The Right Hon’ble the Governor-General in Council directs that the following Rales of 
a Savings’ Bank, established in Calcutta under the guarantee and responsibility of Govern- 
ment, be published for general informtion :— ; 

1, The Bank to be denominated the ‘* Government Savings’ Bank.” ; 

2. All classes, British and Native, may invest their savings in the Government Savings” 


Bank, 
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3. The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the interest due thereon, at 
the undermentioned rate, secured tothe Depositor, under guarantee of the Supreme 
Government, 


4. The general direction and controul of the Bank shall be vested in a Committee of 
Management, consisting of Covenanted, Civil and Millitary Officers of the Government, : 
and other persons to be nominated by the Governor-General in Council. The Committee 
shall meet at such stated periods as may be neceasary, for the due and efficient controul 
of the proceedings of the Bank, 


5. The Government Agents are charged with the immediate superintendence and 
execution of all details connected with the Bank, They will also be ex-Officio Members 
of the Committee of Management, The Third Government Agent will be ex-Officio 
Secretary to the Bank. 


6. A Register of Deposits will be kept, and generally such other accounts as may be 
determined on, and appoved of, by the Managing Committee. 


7. Any sum not less than One Rupee will be received in deposit. 


8. Whenever any sum deposited by any one individual shall amount to 500 Rupees, 
the same, or so much thereof as may be necessary, will be transferred from the Bank to 
the Government Agent, subject to the rales which obtain in his Department, for the purchase 
ef a Government Note in the Four per Cent., or any other Loan, which may be preferred 
and pointed out by the Depositor, a delay of one month being allowed in all cases where 
the Depositor may intimate intention to withdraw the whole or any portion of the Funds 
within one month from the date it has reached that amount; when should no withdrawal 
have been made, a transfer will be effected as if no such notice had been given. 


9. Interest at 4 per cent. per annum will be allowed on Deposits until further 
notice. 


10. Interest will be calculated on deposit from the first day of the month succeeding 
that in which it shalt be received, and up to the last day of the month preceding that in 
which it shall be withdrawn. No Interest will be allowed for broken periods of a month, 
nor calculated on fractional parts of a Rupee. 


11, The Government reserves to itself the power of lowering or raising the rate of 
Interest ; such alteration not to affect Deposits above 500 Rupees previously invested in 
Public Securities, and due notice to be given in the Calcutta Gazette of the intention of 
Government, six months before the alterations shall take effect. 


12, All Deposits will be regularly entered in a Book at the time they are made, and 
the Depostor of the Deposit made at the Presidency, will be furnished with a small Book 
having a duplicate of the entry. The Book is to be brought to the Bank whenever any 
sum is deposited or withdrawn. This account thus kept will! be closed on the 30th April 
of every year, and the balance of interst due at that period will be paid to the Depositor, 
or carried to account, thenceforward to accumulate at compound yearly interest, until it 
shall amount to 600 Rupees, when the same will be transferred from the accounts of the 
Bank and subscribed on account of the Depositor to the Government 4 per Cent. Loan as 
per Rale 8, unless notice of withdrawal be given within one month as above, or unless 
the rate of interest be altered as provided for in Rule 11. 


18. No person or persons to deposit money for the benefit of any other person or 
ersons, except Parents on behalf of, and on account of, their Children being minors. 
if such Deposits are made in the children’s names, they cannot be withdrawn during the 
minority of the children, nor without an authority from them, after they have come of age. 
No trust will be allowed to appear on any Deposit; provided, however, that this Rule 
shall not be construed to prohibit individuals resident out of Calcutta, or Females, who, 
according to the manners and customs of the country, do not usually make their appearance 
in public, from making their Deposits in their own names by the hands of other persons 
as agents on their behalf. 


14. No sum deposited to be transferable excepting on the personal application of the 
Depositor, supported by written sanction. When peculiar circumstances render a 
deviation from this rule necessary, the case shall be submitted to the Committee of 
Management for their sanction. 


15. No persons will be allowed to deposit any money without making known his or 
her name, together with bis or her profession, business, occupation, calling, and residence, 
a duplicate of this description will be entered in each Depositor’s Book to be produced 
whenever any sum is afterwards deposited or withdrawn. 


16. Depostors will be at liberty at any time to withdraw any sums or portions of 
sums deposited by them, receiving interest calculated up to the end of the month preceding 
that in which the withdrawal is made. 
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(7, Asa general rule, Deposits with the interest due thereon, will be repaid to the 
Depositor personally in all practicable cases, In the case of individuals unable to attend 
in person, the Secretary will exercise his discretion in regard to re-payment of Deposits 
to reponsible persons, duly authorized by such absentees to receive the same. 


18. Military Officers and Soldiers, European and Native, will be allowed to invest their 
savings in the Government Savings’ Bank, through the Paymasters of Corps or Divisions, 
and Paymasters are hereby authorized to receive subscriptions to the Bank, or deduct 
monthly from their Abstracts such sums as the parties within their circle of payment 
may be desirous of depositing, not being less than One Rupee, nor more than Five 
Hundred Rupees, 


19. The Deposits referred to in the preceding Rule are to be brought to the credit of 
Subscribers on the Jast day of the month in which the payment or deduction is made ; and 
Rules 16 and 17, respecting the withdrawal of Deposits by parties subscribing through 
Paymasters, will be carried into effect under instructions which will be furnished to the 
Paymasters, by the Accountant to the Military Department. 


20. In case of the death of a Depositor, the sum at his credit will be paid to his or ber 
Executors or Assigns; or in case of no will, according to the law on this head, or the 
Regulations of the Service, if the deceased be Military.

To be observed in Docking Vessels of the ecu Docking Company's Yard, 
owran. 


All Ships about to come into Dock are to be trimmed on an even keel and kept upright. 
All Waist Anchors or projections beyond the channels, to be removed. 
All Ports and Scuttles to be shut in. 

Ali Commanders are responsible for the stability of their ships on coming in and 


going out of Dock, 
The Anchors are not be catted but hove close to the hawes, The same rule to be 


observed on Ships going out of Dock. ee 
From the time that the Dock ropes are made fast to the Ship, till she be secured on the 


blocks, all other duty on board is to cease. , 

As soon asa Ship isin Dock, the Commanding Officer will be pleased to station his 
people to hook on the tackles for putting the Ship fair over the blocks, and to divide his 
men equally on both sides for the hauling up of the shores. 

N.B.—As the safety of the Ship dependson the prompt shoring of her, the most 
particular attention is requisite to the observance of this rule ; for as no exertion of the 
Dock people can effect this without the co-operation of the Ship’s Crew, the resp onsibi- 
lity will rest with the Officers for any neglect of this most important duty. 

From the moment the Ship enters the Dock, the seats of the head and galleries are to 
be nailed up ; and no dirt, water, or other article whatever, is permitted to be thrown 
into the Dock. 

No Fires or Lights are allowed on board Ships in Dock after Ten o’clock, 

Whatever accommodation of Cook-rooms, Rigging-sheds, Sail-lofts, &e., may be 
required, will be obtained on application trom the Commanding Officer to the Assistants 
of the Dock Yard, to whom he 1s requested to apply in all cases for assistance of every 
kind ; and it is distinetly notified, that no Capstans, Spars, Blocks, Shears, Ropes, Carts, 
Bamboos, or avy article whatever belonging to the Dock Yard, will be allowed to be 
used without permission. 

The Commanding Officer of every Ship in Dock, is requested to caution all his Officers 
and Crews from interfering with the duty of any of the Dock Yard people, or molesting 
them in any way ; buton all occasions of need, to apply to the European Assistants of 
the Dock Yard, whose duty it will be to pay immediate attention to the application, and 
remedy all difficulties, 
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As the Dock Yard walls and gates are for the security of all those within them, no. 
Native will be permitted to carry any articles out without a pass from the officer of the 
Ship, in the same manner as the Dock Yard people are not permitted to carry any thing 
out without a pass from one of the European Assistants, and the Commanding Ollicer is 
requested to give notice to the crew that no one can be permitted to pass out at the 
lower gate of the Vock Yard. 

In order to prevent theft xs much as possible, it is particularly requested that as few 
Native servants be retained as possible, and that Chapmen coming to seil goods, or Sircars 
offering their services, be discouraged. 

on eangers such as Ticca Bearers, and others, will be put ont of the Dock Yard 
at dusk, 

A Check or Receipt Book in which will be entered all the people employed, and 
materials disbursed for the work carrying on forthe Ship, will be presented daily for 
the pean and signature of the Commanding Officer, or the persona he may appoint 
to that daty. 

The Officers, together with their Sircars, Peons and people, are at all times at liberty 
to see every article disbursing for the Ship measured ana weighed, and that they be of 
unexceptionable quality, also to muster the people employed, 

No Caulkers, Coopers or other native Artificers, can be permitted to be employed from 
the Bazar by Captainson the work of their Ships while in Dock,—Batta Lascars and 
Coolies can of course be engaged, Allother classes of persons being kept in the 
Establishment. 

The General Gate to be closed at Ten o’clock at night, and not to be opened until Gua- 
fire in the morning, 

No Dinghies to be moored to any of the Ghauts of this Yard after Gun-fire at night. 

No Shooting or Firing allowed in the Yard. 

No Gunpowder allowed on board Ship in Dock.

A contract has been entered into between the East India Company and this Railway 
Company for the makiog of an experimental Line, commencing at or near Calcutta, 
towards the North West Provinces at a cost of One Million Sterling or thereabvouts. 
The East India Company undertake to pay a sum which shall be equal to five per cent. 
per annum, on the Capital raised by the Railway Company and expended in the con- 
struction and management of the works. 

Should the working expenses of the line absorb the whole receipts from the Traffic, the 
Shareholders will still receive their five per cent. interest ; should the receipts be in 
excess, the amount will be carried to the credit of the guaranteed interest until it amounts 
to five per cent.; and should further profits be realized, half the excess is to go to the 
Shareholders of the Railway Company and the remainder isto be paid over to the 
Government of India to reimburse them for the amount paid under their guarantee 
during the period of the construction of the Railway and such other time as they may 
have been called upon to make payments on that account. Should the profits amount to 
ten per cent. the rates of tolls are to be reduced. 

On the other hand if the Railway in its working should prove unprofitable, the Railway 
Company have the power to abandon the Line to the Kast India Company after six 
months’ notice and the sum expended on the construction and management of the Line is 
to be reimbursed to them. 

The East India Company grant a free lease of the lands over which the Railway will 
pass for ninety-nine years, and reserve to themselves the option of purehase at the expira- 
tion of twenty-five or fifty years, Mails are to be carried free—Soldiers and Government 
Stores at the lowest rate of charge. 

The works are to be constructed under the superintendence of the Government who are 
to certify to the expenditure. 

The Government of India is to select the Section of the Line to be executed and if the 
cost of such Section should be One Million Sterling the Railway Company will raise the 
additional capital required and the guarantee of the Government will equally apply thereto. 

Ano Act of Parliament for the incorporation of this Company limiting the responsibility 
of the Shareholders to the amount of their subscription has been passed by the imperial 
legislature. 

The 120 Miles now constructing will probably be completed by the end of 1853, and the 
Railway Company are engaged in Surveying the Section to Rajmahal, which will be shortly 
proceeded with, and for which a further Sum of One Million Sterling will be raised on 
guaranteed interest of 43 per cent.

PASSENGERS, 

The Rates of Passage Money will be proportionately increased according to the class 
of accommodation required. 

A reduction of 10 per cent., on the full rates will be made in favour of Passengers 
making the voyage to and from Southampton, India, or China, within twelye months. 

The rates of Passage Money include Stewards’ Fees, Table, Wines, &e., for first-class 
Passengers. Bedding, Linen, and all requisite Cabin Furniture are provided in the 
Steamers at the Company's expense, together with the attendance of experienced male 
and female servants, 

The expence of Transit through Egypt is also included in the Rates of Passage Money 
to India and China, with the exception of Hotel expenses, aud also of Extra Baggage, 
Wines, Spirits, Beer, and Soda Water, all of which the Egyptian Transit Administration 
charge for separately. ; aa? 

Servants soliciting gratuities will be dismissed from the Company’s service, 

Passengers for places beyond Gibraftar desirous of visiting the ports of Spain and 
Portugal, on their way, can do so without any additional expense for Passage Money, 
by leaving Southampton in the same Company’s Steamers on the 7th, 17th, and 27th 
of every month, touching at Vigo, off Oporto, at Lisbon, Cadiz, and Gibraltar ; and join- 
ing, at the last-named port, the Steamer for Malta and Alexandria, touching at Gibraltar.

The entire journey from Alexandria to Suez is performed with ease in about sixty 
hours, including a night’s rest at Cairo, and a sufficient time for retreshment and repose 
at the central station between Cairo and Suez.

BOMBAY. 


There are two regular monthly communications with Bombay—the first is on the 20th 
of the month, by which Passengers are conveyed as far as Aden, where they join the 
Hon. East India Company’s Steam Frigate, which carries the Mail (brought so far by the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company’s Steamer) to Bombay.

- REGULATIONS OF THE CALCUTTA TRADE ASSOCIATION. 


J. That this Association be denominated ‘‘ The Calcutta Trade Association.'" 


II. That it do consist of an unlimited number of merchants, tradesmen, artists and 
others, who may be disposed to aid in the accomplishment of the objects of this 
Association. 


III. That the objects of this Association be :— 


1. To encourage the general adoption of the system of ready money payments 
which prevails in all other parts of the world, and which enables tradesmen to sell at 
lower rates than those of Calcutta can afford to do, from the prevalence of the ruinous 
system of indiscriminate credit, which has obtained for many years, to the serious 
injury of the tradesmen, and the manifest. disadvantage of the public. 


2. To define the terms of credit, when credit is allowed, and to prescribe measures 
calculated to ensure payment, and guard against future loss when the terms of credit 
are violated. 


3. To encourage a friendly communication amongst persons engaged in business in 
Calcutta, especially on subjects involving their common interests: an object which 
appears to have been hitherto neglected. 


IV. The Officers of the Trade Association are the Master, Past Masters, Senior 
Warden, Janior Warden, Treasurer, Secretary, Auditors, Council and Solicitor. 


V. The Master to be elected from the Past Masters and those members who have 
served, or may be serving, the offices of Warden. All other office-bearers to be 
elected from the members generally. 


VI. The election of Master, Wardens and Treasurer to take place by ballot 
annually, at a special meeting to be convened for the purpose, on the second Saturday 
in December. All other officers, when once elected or appointed to hold their offices, 
until removed by death, resignation, or vote of the Association. 


VII. No member shall continue in the office of Master or Warden for more than 
two years in succession ; but he may be again elected after he has been out of office one 
year. . 


VIII. The Committee of Management, to consist of twelve members in addition 
to the office-bearers, five to be considered a quorum. 


IX. Four members of the Committee shall go out annually by rotation, and the 
Master shall nominate four, which with any candidate proposed by a member, shall be 
ballotted for in their stead. 


X. Any member of the Committee being obliged to leave Calcutta from sickness 
or otherwise, on intimating the same to the Master in writing, the Master sball, if 
required, nominate another member from the body of the Association to take his place 
during his absence. 


XI. The Committee of Management shall meet every Saturday morning for the 
despatch of business, their decisions being subject to the approval of the members at 
the succeeding quarterly meeting. 


XII. The general quarterly meetings of the Association to take place the second 
Saturday in January, April, July and October. 


XIII. The Master shall preside at all meetings, or, in his absence, the immediate 
Past Master. In the absence of the immediate Past Master, the eldest Past Master 
present, shall take the chair. 


XIV. The Master, or. in his absence, the Senior Warden, has the right and 
authority of assembling a special general meeting ; the cause of such meeting to be 
declared in the summons, and no other business to be entered upon. 


XV. Special general meetings may also be called on a requisition to that effect, 
signed by five members and specifying the object of the proposed meeting. 
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XVI. In any case where the votes are equal, the second or casting vote of the 
chair to decide. 


XVII. The Masters, Past Masters and Wardens in office, or the representatives of | 
the Association, and being supposed to speak the sentiments of the members, or a 
majority of them, are bound to act upon such resolutions as may be passed in commit- 
tee, or at general meetings duly assembled. 


XVIII. Applicants for admission as members of the Association to be proposed 
and seconded at one Committee meeting, and balloted for at the next, two black balls 
to exclude. 


XIX. Notice of the ballot to be particularly circulated to the Committee. 


XX. The member who proposes a candidate for admission ; shall be responsible 
for his entrance fee. 


XXI. Each newly elected member shall be furnished with a copy of the general 
regulations and bye-laws of the Trade Association, gratis. 


XXII. Each member shall pay a subscription of five rupees monthly, in advance, 
to the current fund of the Association. 


XXIII, Any member allowing his bills to remain unpaid beyond three months, 
shall be liable to have his name erased from the list of members of the Association. 


XXIV. Any member who shall have been struck off for non-payment of subscription, 
shall not be again eligible for election, except as a new member and that not until he 
pay up the said arrears ; when he may make application as a new member in form and 
manner above prescribed. 


XXV. Any member desirous of withdrawing from the Association, can have his 
wish complied with from the end of the current month, upon sending a written notice 
to that effect to the Secretary. 


XXXVI. Any member intending to leave Calcutta for a considerable length of time, 
but to return within two years, shall not be subject to monthly subscription during 
his absence, and may, if he wishes, be re-admitted to the Association without paying 
the usual donation, provided that, previous to going away he has duly intimated his 
intention to the Secretary in writing. 


XXVII. In case of the death, sickness or absence from Calcutta of the subscribing 
partner of any firm another member of that firm, or other person emloyed by it shall 
be allowed, on continuing to pay the monthly subscription, to take his place in the 
Association, provided he duly intimates his intention of so doing in writing to the 
Secretary. 


XXVIII. All bills or drafts for disbursement, shall be signed by the Master before 
they are paid. 

XXIX. The permanent fund of the Association, shall be lodged in the Bengal Bank 
in the name of the Master and Treasurer for the time being. 


XXX. The accounts of the Association, with an abstract therefrom, shall be laid 
upon the table at each quarterly general meeting. 


XXXII. A weekly list of arrivals and departures in and from Calcutta, shall be 
furnished to each member of the Association. 


XXXII. Applications for the use of the rooms for meetings or other purposes 
unconnected with the Association, shall be made to the Master through the Secretary. 


XXXII. It shall be proper for any member of the Association, to apply person. 
ally to the Secretary or to the Committee, for any information obtainable on subjects 
embraced by the declared objects of the Association ; and the Committee, and especially 
the Secretary, are enjoined, as far as practicable, to impart the desired information. 


XXXIV. Such part of the proceedings or regulations, of the Association, as to the 
Committee may seem proper, shall, from time to time, be published for general infor- 
mation in such newspapers as may be disposed to give gratuitous insertion to the same. 


XXXV. These regulations and the bye-laws to be binding on all members ; but to 
be subject to addition, alteration, or abrogation by a majority of two-thirds of the 
members present, in form and manner specified in the bye-laws, Sec, 18.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


aE) 


Whereas by Act No. IX. of 1850, entitled An Act for the more easy recovery of 
Debdts and Demands in Cajcutta, Madras and Bombay, It is, amongst other things, enact. 
ed that— 

‘¢ The Judges of each Court holden under this act, subject to the approval of the 
* Judges of the Supreme Court, shall have power to make and issue all the general Rules 
‘for regulating the practice and proceedings of the Court, and also to frame forms for 
* every proceeding in the Court, for which they shall think it necessary that a form be 
“ provided, and also for keeping all books, entries and accounts to be kept by the Clerk of 
‘ the Court, and from time to time to alter any such rule or form ; and the rules so made 
‘and the forms so framed, shall be observed and used in the Court of that Presidency, 
‘and shall be sent to the Supreme Court for approval, but shall be of force antil dis- 
‘ approved.” 

In pursuance of such power, therefore, it is hereby ordered that the following 
de the 


RULES OF PRACTISE FOR THE CALCUTTA COURT OF SMALL CAUSES, 


1st. All applications for the usual process of the Court shall be made to the Clerk 
in writing, setting out the names and designations in full, of Plaintiff and Defendant 
if known, if not known, describing them by such names and description to the extent to 
which the same are known, with their last place of abode or business, the cause, or 
causes of action, and the amount claimed to be recovered. 

2nd. The summons to appear to suits or actions, shall be issued according to the forms, 
in the Schedule, and shall be dated, as of the day when issued, Summonses shall be made 
generally returnable on the seventh day, but may be made returnable in a shorter or 
longer period at the discretion of the Judge. 

3rd. Every such Summons to appear to a suit or action shall be served by one of the 
Bailiffs of the Court, ¢wo clear days before the holding the Court, at which it shall be 


made returnable, 
aad 
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4th. The service of Summons, to appear to a suit or action, must be, either personal, 
or by delivering the same to some person at the place of abode, or place of business of the 
Defendant, and in such cases as the Judge may deem it necessary, the Plaintiff, or his 
agent, must accompany the Bailiff to point out the Defendant, or his place of abode, or 
place of business. 


5th, When a Defendant shall be living or serving on board of any Ship or Vessel, 


or be residing or quartered in any Barracks, and serving Her Majesty or the East lodis - 


Company, as a Mariner or Soldier, it shall be sufficient service to deliver the Summons, 
to appear to a suit or action, to the senior Officer on board, or to the person, who may at 
the time have charge of such Ship or Vessel ; or tothe Adjutant of the Corps, or any 
Officer or Sergeant of the Company to which such Mariner or Soldier shall belong or be 
attached. 


6th. When any Defendant shall, by keeping his house, place of abode, or place of 
business closed, or by absconding, or by violence or threats, prevent any Bailiff from 
serving any Summons to appear toa suit or action, as hereinbefore directed and sach 
Summons shall have been conspicuously fixed on, or near to, such place of abode or place 
of business, or otherwise served, as nearly as may be, according to the mode hereinbefore 
directed such service may be deemed good service. 


7th. Provided that in all cases where Summons, to appear toa suit or action, shall not 
have been served personally, and the Defendant shall not appear on the return day or day 
for his appearance, it must be proved to the satisfaction of the Judge, that the service of 
such Summons was regularly made. 


8th. When any such Summons, to appear to asuit or action, has not been served ss 
hereinbefore directed, it shall be lawful for the Court to issue another Summons, in ¢on- 
tinuation of, and founded on, the first Summons, which shall be returned not served ; the 
first Sammons shall be deemed the commencement of the suit. 


9th. The Bailiff who serves a Summons to appear to a suit or action, shall endorse on 
a copy of such Summons, the time and manner of the service thereof, and shall prodace 
such copy so endorsed at the Court, on the day in which the Summons shall be returnable, 
and such copy shall be filed by the Clerk of the Court. 


10th. The rules as to the mode of service of Summons, to appear toa suit of action, 
shall apply to the service of all Summonses, Judgments, Orders, Notices and Processes 
whatsoever, issuing under the authority of Act IX. of 1850, except as to Summonses to 
witnesses, service of which must be personal, and to cases in which it shall be otherwise 
directed by the said Act or any rule made under the authority thereof. 


1ith. The Clerk shall keep the several books, and in the form in the Schedule, and 
every entry in such books shall havea number prefixed, corresponding with the number 
of the Summons to which it refers, 


12th. The Clerk shall also keep a separate book (for the purpose of being submitted 
to the Judges of the Supreme Court) in which shall be transferred and entered the causes, 
which may be removed, or the cases which may be sent to the Supreme Court. 


18th. The attachment against Defendant to compel his appearance in Court to answer 
to the suit or action, shall be made returnable on such a day as the Judge may order, and 
on the Defendant being arrested under the Writ of Attachment, immediate notice shall 
be given to the Plaintiff to appear, and on the appearance of the Plaintiff the cause shall 
be called on before the Judge, and the appearance of the Defendant being daly noted, the 
Judge at his discretion, may either then proceed with the cause, or adjourn the hearing to 
the day, when the Writ of Attachment shall be returnable, or to such other day as he

shall direct ; and if the Plaintiff shall not appear when the Defendant is brought before — 


the Court in custody, by virtue of the Writ of Attachment, the absence of the Plaintiff 
and the appearance of the Defendant shall be minuted and the Defendant be discharged 
from cuatody, and directed to attend on the day of the return of the Writ of Attachment, 
and on failure of the Defendant’s attendance on the day mentioned, the hearing of the 
cause shall be proceeded with, notwithstanding the non-appearance of the Defendant, and 
the Judge may make such order as to costs of Attachment as he may think just, 

14th. The Clerk shall granta receipt or memorandum for every sum paid into Court 
by the Suitors, Fees or Commission, or on any account whatsoever, and no money shall 
be paid out of the Court, unless on production of the said receipt, or memorandum, of 
by order of a Judge. 
_ 15. When the Defendant pays money into Court, the sum shall be large enough to 
include all necessary costs in Court up to that time, incurred by the Plaintiff, together 
with costs of notification to be given by the Plaintiff, of his acceptance of the money and 
the costs of taking the same out of Court; the amount so paid shall be duly registered. 


7 eaid ah or memorandum shall also be granted by the Clerk to the party for the amoaat 
in, 
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16th. If the Plaintiff elect to accept, in full satisfaction of the debt or damages 
claimed, and costs, the sum that has been so paid into Court, by the Defendant, and shall 
notify the same to the Clerk in writing, the action shall be discontinued, and the parties 
to the suit or action, shall not be liable to any further costs, after such payment and 
satisfaction to the Plaintiff as aforesaid. But if in default of Plaintiff notifying to the 
Clerk such acceptance as aforesaid, or otherwise, the suit or action proceed, and the 
Plaintiff fail to prove that he is entitled to more than has been paid into Court and the 
Defendant is put to fresh costs, the Plaintiff shall be liable to pay to the Defendant such 
costs as the Defendant may incur after such payment. 


17. The causes settled by agreement of the parties must be reported to the Clerk by 
the Plaintiff, or his constituted agent, previous to the day of the return of the Summons 
or to the Judge at the time when the Cause is first called in Court, on the retarn day of 
the Summons. 


18th. When a Defendant is desirous to set off any debt, or demand alleged to be due 
to him by the Plaintiff, he must state the particulars of such set-off to the Clerk one 
clear day before the return of Summons, unless the Court shall fix some other day for 
stating the same. 


19th. When a Defendant intends to rely on the special defence of Infancy, Coverture, 
the Statute of Limitations, or his discharge under the Statute relating to Insolvent 
Debtors, he must be personally present in Court on the day of appearance to the Sum- 
mons, and orally plead such defence before the Judge, or if unable to attend, by reason 
of illness or other allowable cause of absence, he must state in writing such special 
defence to the Clerk at the time of his appearance. 


20th. No new trial shall be granted unless application be made within four days 
after judgment, and without leave of the Court having been first obtained, and before such 
application for leave shall be made, the party making such application, shall deposit in 
Court the whole amount of the debt or damages decreed against him, with costs thereon, 
and shall give notice, in writing, of such application to the Clerk at his Office at the 
time of making such deposit. The Clerk, on such application being granted, shall cause 
a Summons for such new trial, in the usual] form to be served on the other party. 

2ist. When money has been paid by any party under any execution or order, if the 
Clerk received notice from such party of his intention to apply to the Court to set aside 
the execution or orders under which the money is paid into Court, or to grant a new trial, 
the Clerk shall retain the same for five days within which time the party must make 
such application to the Court, and if made, the money shall be retained until the Judge 
shall otherwise order. | 


29nd. When any order is made for the payment of any debt or damages, costs or 
Other sums of money by instalments, such instalments shall be payable at the office of 
the Clerk, at such periods as the Court shall order, and if no order he made, fixing the 
dates of payment of the instalments, then, the first instalment shall become due at the 
expiration of one calendar month from the day of making the order, and every successive 
instalment at like periods of one calendar month from the day of the previous instalment 
becoming due. 


23rd. When any Cattle, Goods, and Chattels taken asa distress for rent in arrear 
or damage faisant, shall have been replevied, the party at!whose instance such replevin 
shall have been made, shall enter his suit in the Court held under the authority of Act 
IX. of 1850, and thereupon Summons shall issue against the Defendant according to the 
from annexed in the Schedule; and such Summons shall be served ia such time and 
manner as hereinbefore directed. 


24th. On entering a suit in replevin, the Plaintiff must specify and describe, in a 
statement of particulars to be made in writing, the Cattle and the several Goods and 
Chattels taken under the distress, and of the taking of which he complains. 


25th. All actions of replevinin cases of distress for rent in arrear or damage faisant, 
shall be tried in a summary way as other suits and actions in the Court held under the 
authority of Act IX, of 1856, and the Judgment therein, in ordinary cases, whether for 
Plaintiff or Defendant, shall be according to forms in the Schedule, or to the like effect. 


26th. Execution on a judgment is not to issue by or against any person a party to such 
a suit or action, without Summons upon the judgment, the proceedings in which shall be 
the same as in ordinary cases. 

27th. When judgment has been given for or against a person deceased, his Executors 
or Administrators may, in the same manner, sue and be sued upon the judgment. 

28th. The ordinary judgment against the Executors or Administrators shall be to 
pay the debt or damages and costs, to be levied out of the Goods of the deceased in 
py and as to the costs, if there are no such Goods then to be levied out of their 
own Goods, 
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29th. If the sole defence by Executors or Administrators be, that they have fully 
administered, and the judgment of the Court is for the Defendants, it shall be, that the 
amount found to be due be paid and levied out of the future assets of the deceased, and 
the costs shall be in the discretion of the Judge, If the Executor or Administrator have 
assets to satisfy part of debt only, then he must admit assets to satisfy the demand to that 
amount, and say that he has none besides, and if that be so found then the Plaintiff shail 
have yudgment for the assets on hand ; and for future assets, as to the residue, and the 
costs shall be in the discretion of the Judge. 


$Oth. When Judgment has been given against Executor or Administrator, that the 
amount be levied from the future assets of the deceased when they shall come to hand, 
the Plaintiff may at any time proceed by application for Summons against them, sug- 
gesting that assets have come to their hands, and the Court shall proceed (after due 
service of Summons) and give Judgment thereon, as in Rule 28, and if for the Defen- 
dants, they shall be entitled to their costs. 


Stst. When the ordinary Judgment has been given, that the debt, or damages and 
costs be levied out of the Testator’s effects, then, if there be no assets to satisfy the 
judgment in the whole or in part. the Plaintiff may apply to the Judge for leave to levy 
the whole and costs, out of the Defendant’s own Goods on a suggestion of the assets, 
and the Judge shall direct such notice to be given of the application as he thinks fit, and 
dispose of the motion ina sammary way. 


32nd. If the party, sued as Executor or Administrator or Representative, have set 
up any vexatious and groundless defence, and the matter of the defence be adjudged 
against him, and the Judge shall think the defence vexatious and groundless, he shail 
give Judgment out of the assets. And if none, out of the party’s own Goods for the sum 
which it adjudges. 


33rd. All costs shall be taxed by the Clerk. 


34th. No Warrant of Execution or Commitment shall be executed after the expiration 
of two calendar months from the date thereof, provided, that second and successive 
Warrants of Execution may be issued by order of the Judge, at the expiration of two 
calendar months from the date of each, on payment of the prescribed costs of Execution 
by the party suing out the same. Provided always, that no warrant of Execution shall 
issue upon any judgment or order of this Court after the expiration of three years from 
the «late of such judgment or order, but the parties in such a case, shall institute a suit 
or action de novo on such unsatisfied judgment or order. 


35th. When any claim shall be made to, or in respect of any Goods or Chattels, 
taken in execution under the process of the Court holden under the authority of Act IX. 
of 1850, or in respect of the proceeds or value thereof or by any pore not being the 
party against whom such process has issued on the application of the Officer charged 
with the execution of such process, such Summons shall be served in such time and man- 
ner as hereinbefore directed for Summons to appear to a suit or action, and the Claimant 
shall be deemed Plaintiff and the execution Oe editor the Defendant, and the Claimant 
shall on the day on which he may prefer such claim, deliver to the said Officer, or leave 
at the office the Clerk, a particular of any Goods or Chattels alleged to be the property of 
the Claimant, and on the day on which the said Summons is returnable, state to the Jadge 
the grounds of his claim, and in case of a claim for rent, the Claimant shall, on the day 
on which he may prefer his claim, deliver to the said Officer, or leave at the office of the

36th. The Clerk shall have an office in, or attached to, the Court House. 


37th. All matters and things required to be done by the Clerk, may also be done by 
his Deputies. 


38th, The office of the Clerk shall be open daily, (except on Sundays and authorized 
Holidays.) and the office hours shall be from 10 o’clock in the forenoon until 4 in the after- 
noon, No money shall be paid out of Court before 1 ep. m., nor shall any be received on 
account of cost after 3 PB. M. 


39th. At every Court, or at such times as the Judge shall require, the Bailiffs of the 
Court shall deliver statements and returns pursuant to the form in the Schedule, of what 
shall have been done since their last return, under every Process, Execution or Commit- 
ment, which they shall have been required to execute. 


40th. One day before the day of the holding of the Court, the Bailiffs shall deliver to 
the Clerk, a list of all Summonses to appear to suits or actions, which shall have been issu- 
ed, and the Clerk shall forthwith cause such lists to be put up io fhe Court House, 

A4lst. Every Bailiff required to execute any Warrant of Execution or Commitment, if 
he shall not have executed such Warrant, shall return the same to the Clerk’s office, at 
the expiration of two calendar months from the date thereof. 
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42nd, Every Railiff levying or receiving any money by virtue of any process issuing 
out of the Court shall forthwith, or on the day after receipt thereof, pay over the same to 
the Clerk of the Court, 


43rd. No Summons, Notice, Order, or any Execution on a Judgment, or any other 
Process whatsoever, shall be served or executed on Sunday, Christmas-day and Good- 
Friday. 

44th, With reference to Section XXIII. of the Act IX, of 1850, the Court, under the 
authority of the Governor in Council, will not hold sittings on any of the Holidays which 
are observed as such in the General Treasury, and no Writ of Attachment, referred to 
in the 13th Rule, shall be observed on those days. 


45th. No Summons, Notice, Order, Execution ona Judgment, or any other Process 
whatsoever, shall be served or executed on a person professing the Hindoo religion, during 
the four days of Doorga Poojah, viz, Saptami, Ashtami, Navami and Dashami. 


46th. Provided that all such days mentioned in the three preceding rules shall be 
counted in the computation of the time required by Rule 34th, unless any such days shall 
be the last day of such time, in which case it shall be excluded from such computation. 


47th. In case of proceedings not provided for, by the forms in the Schedule, the Clerk 
shall issue the necessary process, using, where practicable, the forms prescribed in the 
Schedule, as guides in framing the same. 


48th. No process of any kind shall be set aside for irregularity; it shall be amendable 
and amended, and the Judge may, if he think it right so todo, make the party in error 
pay the costs of the application for, and of the amendment. 


49th. All parties shall be liable to appear in person before the Court, but when any 
person ahall appear, with leave of the Court not in person, nor by any Relative or Ser- 
vant of his or any member of his establishment, but by some person previously uncon- 
nected with him, such person shall not only be constituted in writing the agent for the 
party for the conduct of the case ; but be subject to the jurisdiction of the Court and to sum- 
mary taxation of any sum claimed as remuneration. 


50th. No correspondence relating to Suits instituted in, or proceedings before the 
Court of Small Causes, can be attended (o, and parties having business with the Clerk, or 
in his Office, shall transact the same in person or by an accredited Agent. 


S5ist. Whenever the singular number is used in these rules, or the Schedule, in refer-

Rule 54th.—Every case in which the Plaintiff, or his Agent, on applying for a Sum- 
mons, or the Defendant or his Agent, prior to the returnable date of the Summons, 
certifies to the Chief Clerk that a point of law of any difficulty is involved, shall be set 
down for hearing before the First Judge. 


New TRIALS. 


Rule 55th.—Motions for New Trials, and New Trials, will be heard before two Judges 
at least, of whom one will be the Judge who tried the case originally, and the other the 
First Judge. If the case were heard by the First Judge he will call for the assistance of 
one or both of the other Judges. 


Rule 56th.—If the Court is of opinion that a New Trial should be granted, the Plaintiff 
shall proceed to set his case down for re-hearing within four days, unless some other time 
granted by ,the Court, and in default the Defendant shall be at liberty to withdraw his 

eposit. 


Rule 57th—Should the Rule for a new Trial be made absolute, the order shall be made 
on such terms as to the payment of costs as the Court shall direct. 


Rule 58th.—If on the hearing of the Second Trial the Verdict is entered for the 
Plaintiff, the judgment may be satisfied protanto out of the sum already deposited for 
debt and costs by Defendant, with right of Execution against the goods, or person of the 
Defendant for the amount payable by the Defendant over and above the sum so deposited 
by him in Coart. 


tule 59th.—IF on the hearing of the Second Trial the Verdict is entered for the De- 
fendant, he shall be at liberty to withdraw his deposit.

Rue 60th.—In all actions for the Recovery of Immovable Property brought against 
tenants, it shall be necessary to serve a notice inthe Form provided by the Rules of this 
Court, on each of the tenants in possession of the Iands or premises claimed, service 
whereof shall be proved to the satisfaction of the Court, prior to the hearing of the causes, 
untess the Court shall otherwise order, and the landlord shall, on its application at any 
time before final judgment, be let in to defend, and such order shall be made thereupon

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JURISDICTION OF THE CALCUTTA COURT OF SMALL CAUSES, CONSTI- 
TUTED A COURT OF RECORD BY ACT IX. OF 1851. 


As there is much misapprehension regarding the powers of the above Court, and the 
descriptions of cases which may be brought therein, the undersigned has deemed it 
advisable to publish the following brief sketch in the hope of its proving useful to the 
pablic. 


1. Jonrispicriow as To Locatrry.—The jurisdiction of this Court extends over the 
whole of Calcutta, the limits of which are fixed by the Proclamation issued by the Go- 
vernor-General in Council on the 10th September, 1794. (Section V.) 


2  Jupnispicrion as TO Partizs.—This Court has jurisdiction over all persons who 
dwell or carry on their business or work for gain within the district of the Court at the 
time of bringing the action, or who did so dwell or carry on their business or work therein 
at the time when the cause of Action arose, or within six months before the time of bring- 
ing the Action for causes of Action which arose within the same time, (Section XXVIII.) 


3. Prrviteez anp ExemTiow From ArREsT.—The Governor-General and Mem- 
bers of the Supreme Council of lndia, the Governor and Members of Council of the 
Presidencies of Fort William in Bengal, Fort St. George and Bombay, respectively, the 
Chief Justices and Judges of the several Supreme Courts established therein by Royal 
Charter are not liable to arrest or imprisonment by process issuing out of this Court, 
and no writ or process may be sued out of the Court against any of the persons privileg- 
ed by Act 1 of 1844, that is to say the Nawab of the Carnatio, his family and retinue, or 
Act 18 of 1848, that is to say, the Nawab of Surat, his relations and servants without the 
consent of the Governor in Council. (Section XXX.) 


4. Junispicrion as TO Sussecr Matrer.—By Act FX of 1850, all suits, where the 
debt or damage claimed, or value of the property in dispute, is not more than 500 
Rupees, whether on balance of account or otherwise, may be brought in this Court. 
(Section XXV.) 


5. Cause ory AcTion may wot BE Dryrpep.—It shall net be lawful for any plaintiff- 
to divide any cause of action for the purpose of bringing two or more suits in this Court, 
but any plaintiff having cause of action for more than 500 Rupees may abandon the excess, 
and thereupon the plaintiff shall, on proving his case, recover to an atnount not exceeding 
500 Rupees, and the judgment of the Court shall be in full discharge of all demunds in 
respect of such cause of Action. (Section XXXIV.) 


6. MATTrERs EXEMPTED FROM THE JURISDICTION OF THE CotrnT.—This Court has no 
jurisdiction in any matter concerning the revenue, or concerning any act ordered 
or done by the Governor or Governor-General, or any Member of the Council of India, 
or any Presidency in his public capacity, or done by any person by order of the Govern- 
or-General in Council, or concerning any Act ordered or done by any Judge or Judicial 
Officer in the execution of his office, or by any person in pursuance of any judgment or 
order of any court, or any such Judge or Judicial Officer, or in any suit for libel or 
slander. (Section XXV.) 


7. Junispiction 1n Surrs FoR REAL As WELL AS PERsoNAL Property.—aAll suits 
therefore with the above exceptions, whether for personal or real property, may be 
brought in this Court, This was held by the Supreme Court inthe case “ Hurromoney 
Dossee vs. Gopal Chunder and others.” Its opinion was as follows : “ Mr. Peterson 
argued that the Court for the trial of Small Causes bas no jurisdiction over a suit in 
which the title to immovable property depends, brought to try that title. But such is 
not our opinion: we think that jurisdiction is conferred by an earlier section toa limited 
amount,” 


8. Minons.—Any minor may prosecute a suit in this Court for any sum of money 
not greater than 500 Rupees, which may be due to him for wages or piecework, or for 
works as a servant, in the same manner as if he were of age, (Section XXI,) but in any 
other matter he must sue by his guardian or next friend. 


9. Execurors AND ADMINISTRATORS.— Any Executor or Administrator may sue and 
be sued in this Court in like manner as if he were a party in his own right, but no Exe- 
cutor or Administrator shall be summoned in that capacity within six months after the 
death of the person whose Executor or Administrator he is. (Section XXXIIL,) 


10. Recovery or Swart Tenementrs.—A special remedy is provided by Act IX of 
1850, for the recovery of small tenements by the owner from an occupier, whether his 
occupancy originated in tenancy, or in a mere permitted occupation, it is to be observ- 
ed that Act IX of 1850, goes further than the Act constituting the County Courts in 
England, as the Supreme Court remarked in its decision in the case of Hurromoney 
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Dossee versus Gopal Chunder and others. ‘‘ The corresponding Seetion of that Aet 
extends to landlords and tenants only, to persons who have stood to each other in that 
peculiar relation. This Act goes futher, for it uses the word ‘ occupier’ as distinct from 
‘tenant’; and‘ occupy’ as distinct from ‘bold.’ But the context shows plainly that occun- 
pier is used in a sense in which it is frequently employed to denote mere actual posses- 
sions of land which are permissive or have or have been so, and yet where there is no 
holding, or tenure by any hand and no relation of a tenant to a landlord, or ever was, 
It includes adverse holdings on a once permitted occupation, as when a house has been 
lent, or a servant or clerk has io part occupied, but only as incidental to his service, and 
not with any view to tenancy.”” When therefore this means in obtaining possession of 
real property is resorted to, and possession is given, the question of title is left untried, 
and subject to litigation in thisor another Court. (Sects. XCl to XCVIII inclusive. } 


lt. Disrrarmtr ror Rent.—Under Acts VII. of 1847, and IX. of 1850, arrears of 
rent not exceeding Co.’s Rs. 500, may be recovered in a summary way in this Court. 
Act VII. of 1847, required the person claiming the arrear to appear in person and make 
the affidavit of arrear, but Act IX. of 1850, provides that the affidavits of arrear may 
be made either by the person entitled to such arrear or by his or her lawfully constituted 
Attorney, and a warrant of distress may issue on such affidavit. Act 1X. of 1850, by 
extending the Jurisdiction of this Court to the recovery of all arrears of rent not ex- 
ceeding Five Hundred Rupees, has placed nearly all the tenements in Calcutta within 
its Jurisdiction, for there are very few houses, the monthly rent of which exceeds that 
amount. 


Parties applying for warrants to distrain the goods and chattels of their tenants, under 
Acts VII. of 1347 and 1X. of 1850, are required to file in the Court authenticated copies 
of Leases or Agreements entered into by their tenants. Inthe absence of any such do- 
cuments, the Landlord or his constituted agent must submit for the consideration of the 
Court a written and attested statement setting forth the terms of the holding. 

12, Forms or Actions,—The actions for which a summons may issue in this Court 
are divided into classes, ‘‘ AcTionsomw Conrracts,” and ‘* ACTIONS FoR Torts.” The 
following is an enumeration of some of the most commen descriptions of suits that occur 
under the above heads. This enumeration is not to be considered as containing every 
form of action. It is put forth merely to give some idea of tte kind of actions which may 
be brought in this Court, aud it shoald be clearly understood that every kind of suit but 
those excluded in paragraph 3 of thissketch may be brought in this Court if within its 
jurisdiction as regards amount and locality.

8—Trespass to personal 
property. 9—Excessive distress. 1!10—Special damage arising from a public nuisance. 
11—For enticing away or harbouring Wives. 12—For enticing away or harbouring 
Apprentices or Servants, 13—For Criminal conversation, and for debauching. Daughters 
or Servants. 14—For menacing, beating, or imprisoning Wives, Daughters, or Servants. 
15—For any misfeazance by a party in a profession or trade which he professes, as a 
Surgeon for want of skill, or a Farrier for laming a horse in shoeing him, &c. 16—For 
any wrongful taking and detaining of Goods. 17—Ejectment or suits in which the title to 
real property is in question. 18—Case for disturbing a party in the enjoyment of an 
easement or iucorporeal hereditament. This action lies for disturbance, obstruction or 
other injuries to markets, fairs, hauts, &c. 19—Replevin for the recovery of Goods and 
Chattels taken under a distress,—The remedy by replevin is applicable to all cases of 
unlawful taking of Goods.—It is resorted to when the recovery of the specific chattel is 
desired and not merely the value of the same.—Trover on the contrary lies where 
damages are sought to be rocovered for the unlawful taking and detention, 
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13. YwpRIsONMENT DOES NoT ExtincuisH THE Dest.—Imprisonment in execution 
of Judgment does not extinguish the debt, butall property then belonging to or after- 
wards acquired by the prisoner is liable to be taken in execution, after his discharge from 
prison for satisfaction thereof, or for so much thereof as is not paid, including the diet 
money actually expended for subsistence of the prisoner. (Section LX VIII.) 


14. Bence Warrant.—Where a defendant aginst whom a Summons shail have been 
taken out, conceals himself from or otherwise evades process of the Court, or is disposing 
of his property or effeets with intent to defraud the Plaintiff, or is about to withdraw his 
person or effects from the Jurisdiction of the Court, avy Judge of the Court, upon 
proof of the same, may in al) suits where the debt or demand exceeds Thirty Rupees, 
issue a Bench Warrant for the apprehension of such person, and may commit him to 
gaol until he shall find security for his appearance in the said Court from time to time 
until judgment shall be pronounced in the said suit, and for payment of the amount and 
costs which may be decreed against him therein, (Section L. )

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RULES FOR THE GUIDANCE OF THE BAILIFES. 


The duties of the Bailiffs of the Calcutta Court of Small Causes are generally prescrib- 
ed in Section \6 of the Act, and in Rules 39th and 42nd. With reference thereto the fol- 
lowing Special Rules are now promulgated for their guidance. 

1, All the Bailiffs of the Court will be punctual in their attendance daily at 10 a. m. 

2. The Head Bailiff will henceforward keep an attendance-book, in which each Offi- 
cer is directed to register his name and the hour of arrival on reaching the Office. 

3. In the event of any Bailiff being engaged on special duty or unable to attend at 10 
o’Clock, as directed by the Ist Rule, he will explain the same to the Head Bailiff, who 
will note the cause in the attendance-book, and submit it to the Clerk for his information 
and orders. 

4. The Head Bailiff will keep a Roll of the Officers under him, from whom he will 
daily tell off one for each of the Courts whose duty it will be to attend in the Court Room 
to which he may sland appointed, daring the day, and on no account leave it without the 
express sanction of the Presiding Judge, or while a Judge is present in Court. 

5. The Officers on this duty will take care to preserve order and silence in Court, and 
will instantly check any merriment or indecorous conduct on the part of any one in atten. 
dance in Court, or bring the offenders to the notice of the Court. 

6. The two Senior Bailiffs who have hitherto performed the duties of the Distraint De- 
partment, and who are also the Appraisers of the Court, are, except in cases of emer- 
gency, exempt from the daily routine of attendance in Court, with special regard to the 
duties which devolve upon them, in the valuation and disposal by sale, of property seized 
under the Court’s authority. 

7. These Officers are, however, to consider themselves entirely under the orders of the 
Head Bailiff for the execution of such Writs as the emergency of the public service may, 
from time to time, require, and they are distinctly to understand that Rules 1, 2 and 3, 
are equally applicable to them as to all other Officers. 

8. As soon as the attendance book is signed, and the Court Bailiffs allotted for the day, 
the three Officers off duty will be at liberty to Jeave the Office for the performance of their 
out-door functions. 

9, The duties of the Bailiff out of Court are no less important than those directed in 
Rule 5th. He must bear in mind that the Plaintiff has lost a great deal of time and has 
incurred a heavy expense in securing the Jadgment of the Court, and that from the mo- 
ment a Writ is delivered to him for execution it is to him and his exertions the Suitor 
Jooks for a return of the costs, and the liquidation of his debt. The services of the Bai- 
liff are for this express purpose granted and placed at the Plaintiff’s diposal by Govern- 
ment, and the Judges expect, on pain of dismissal, that they will be readily, cheerfully 
and zealously given, 

10, The Bailiffs are strictly forbidden from seeking or accepting presents from Suit- 
ors for discharge of duties, which are already remunerated by Salaries. Should any 
present be offered for past service, such offer should be reported to the Court, and should 
any attempt be made to bribe for future, or unlawful service, the Bailiff should remem- 
ber that by failing to report such an attempt instantly to the Court or the Clerk, he risks 
the further tenure of his Office; but the Judges wish it to be at the same time distinctly 
understood that, in regard to complaints involving a demand for money on the part of 
the Bailiff, they are resolved to deal with such cases in strict accordance with the course 
Jaid down in the 87th Section of the Act. 

‘tl, The first duty of a Bailiff in prosecution of the out-door business appertaining to 
his office is to receive the authority from Suitors, by virtue of which he will be entitled 
to take from the Office the Warrant of Execution. On the back of this document the 
name of the Officer to be charged with the writ is written in English and if, from igno- 
rance or other cause, the Suitor presents it to a different person from tuat named therein, 
the Officer to whom it is presented, is directed to explain the mistake in civil terms and 
to point out to the mistaken party the right person, 

12. The Bailiffs are strictly required to use all due diligence in the execution of writs 
to avoid adding to the inconvenience which the Suitor has already undergone in the pro- 
secution of his just claim, and to accelerate, by acheerful and zealous discharge of the 
duties of his Oflice, the orders of the Court. 

13. As to executions against the goods of the Defendant, great caution is required by 
tle Bailiffs in the discharge of this particular duty ; for they are not only liable to actions 
at the suit of the Defendant for an irregular and excessive discharge of their duty, bat 
also to the Plaintiff for the slightest negligence or for favor shewn to Defendants, if such 
should prove to be improper and illegal. A strict observance of the law is therefore of 
paramount importance, and cannot be sufficiently insisted on. 

14. The Bailiff cannot legally break open either the door or window of a Defendant’s 
dwelling-house; but if he succeeds in getting into the house, he may break open any 
inner-door, or the door of an almirah, or the lock of a desk or drawer, first asking the 
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parties in the house to open them, and if they refuse to comply with his request, he may 
then use force for the purpose. 

15. In the execution of Seal Warrants, the Bailiff, on entering the premises where the 
goods to be seized are, should demand from the Defendant the amount endorsed on the 
writ, which if not paid, he is to proceed to seize sufficient goods to satisfy the execution, 
leaving untouched the necessary wearing apparel, bedding, tools, and implements of the 
Defendant’s trade, 

16. The Bailiff may seize the personal goods and chattels belonging to the Defendant 
which can be sold, excepting fixture (unless they belong to the debtor, and are removable 
by him). He may also seize Money, Bank-notes, Cheques, Bills of Exchange, Promis- 
sory Notes, Bonds, Specialties or Securities ; but he canont take money from the De- 
fendant’s pocket. 

17. The Bailiff is not oblige to keep the goods levied on the premises where he 
found them. He may remove them forthwith to the Court House, but if he is of opinion 
that they can be safely kept under the custody of Peons on the premises, and that Defen- 
dant does not object to the arrangement, he is at liberty to consult the latter’s wishes and 
convenience in reference to their disposal, subject always to his own liability for the safe 
custody of the goods. 

18. When the seizure has been made, and the property is either removed to the Court 
House, or secured on the premises, the sworn Brokers will proceed to appraise the goods 
so seized ; and at the expiration of five days, they will sell the same by public auction 
either in the Portico of the Court House, or on the premises, as the case my be, and pay 
over the proceeds without delay to the Chiet Clerk. 

19. In the execution of writs against the body, due diligence must be used to effect 
the apprehension, and no time Jost in placing the Defendant in jail, and the Bailiff charged 
with writ is distinctly to understand, that if any unreasonable delay takes place between 
delivery of the Warrant to his charge, and his attempt to execute it, he will be held 
answerable for the amount thereof, if the Plaintiff has offered to point Defendant out. 

20. If the Defendant should happen to be ill, at the time of his arrest, and appear unfit 
to be removed, the Bailiff must not disturb him, but he must at the same time take care 
thathe does not escape. The Bailiff is bound to stay with him uatil he is fit to be re- 
moved to jail. 

21. With reference to Sections 65 of the Act, providing for the payment of diet 
money toa Defendant in jail, the Bailiff charged with a Writ agninst the person, will be 
careful not to execute the same, unless in communication with the Plaintiff or his agent, 
or unless he is certain that he can without delay, convey to one or either of them timely 
information of the arrest having been effected. 

22. If any person should assault the Bailiff in the execution of his duty, or rescue, or 
attempt to rescue, any person or goods from his custody, he may call to his aid any Con- 
stable or Peace Officer within reach, all of whom are bound to assist when socalled upon, 
and at once, without Warrant, apprehend the person or persons so offending, and bring 
them before a Judge of the Court to be dealt by according to Law. 

23. All monies that may be paid into the hands of the Bailiffs of the Court either on 
the execution of Body or Seal Warrants, shall be immediately paid over to the Clerk of 
the Court. 

24, In cases requiring the immediate service of a Summons, the exccution of an At- 
tachment, or a Bench Warrant or a Warrant of possession, and in all emergencies, where 
no other Officers are availabic, the Head Bailiff and the two next Officers who are em- 
ployed in distraint cases well be required to execute the same. ; ; 

25. On every Monday morning, each Bailiff will make a return in writing to the 
Head Bailiff according to the form hereto annexed ; and the Head Bailiff will submit 
the same for the information of the Chief Clerk, with such remarks as he considers the 


case to require,

ESTABLISHMENT COMPOSING THE OFFICE OF THE CHIEF

THE FOLLOWING ARE THE ARRANGEMENTS UNDER WHICH 
THE BUSINESS OF THE POLICE IS CONDUCTED. 


Ast.—The entire Executive Police is under the orders of Mr. W. T. Law, the 
Superintendent, who acts under the immediate control of the Chief Magistrate. 

2nd.—The following line of roads, from the Circular-road to the Strand, bas been Jaid 
down as the demarcation of the extent of the jurisdiction of two Calcutta Magistrates, 
who have special authority in their respective Divisions : 

Boitackonnah, Bow-bazar and Loll-bazar-roads to Tank-square North down Clive- 
street ina Northerly direction till Fairlie-place, down Old Fort Ghat-street to the banks 
of the Hooghly. 

Srd.— The Junior Magistrate, Roy Hurrochunder Ghose,Esq., has special authority in the 
portion of the Town, lying North of the above line of roads, and the Senior Magistrate, 
James Hume, Esq., the Southern portion, including those thoroughfares themselves. 

4th.—Parties complaining of felonies, assaults, misdemeanors, &c., will prefer their 
charges at the Police Office before the Magistrate in whose jurisdiction they reside. 

5th.—The Chief Magistrate will as heretofore take cognizance of all offences occur- 
ing on the River, and reserve to himself the option of adjudicating cases of importance 
wherever they may occur within the limits of the Town. 

6th.— Where Felonies have been committed, and the offenders not apprehended, infor- 
mation should be lodged with Mr. W. T. Law, the Superintendent of the Police, or at 
the nearest Police Station, or both. 

ee Office hours are from 11 o’clock a, m. to 5 Pp. m. ; or till business is 
finished, 

8th.—The Lock-up House and Jails are especially under the orders of the Chief Magis- 
trate, and the Fire-Kogines likewise under his superintendence and general control ; but 
‘ the Magistrates generally will, of course, lend their hearty aid in cases of serious fire, 
and in visiting the Jails, for the purpose of bringing forward improvements or new regu- 
lations. 

9h.—The regulation of religious and other processions is vested in the Chief Ma- 

istrate, 
. 10th.— All correspondence on general points affecting the Police or Police Buildings, 
or the Establishment, will pass through the office of the Chief Magistrate. 
11th.—lnspectors of Divisions are stationed as described below. They are not to be 
addressed in ordinary Police matters but in cases of tumult or affray they are promptly 
to interfere :—

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ASSESSMENT DEPARTMENT. 


1. A tax is levied on all dwelling houses in Calcutta to the amount of 63 per Cent or 
one anna in the Rupee on the Monthly rent. 

2. The rent of houses ocevpied by the Proprietors, is estimated by the rent for other 
houses of the same description in the neighbourhood. 

3. No tax shall be levied on empty houses, if the same be duly reported to the 
Collector, within 7 days of their becoming vacant. 

4. Religious edifices are exempted from the payment of tax. 

5. Notice shall be given to each person of the sum at which his house is assessed. 
And if the party shall think the assessment excessive, he shall represent the case during 
the sitting of Quarter Sessions of the Peace which are held on or about the 10th Febru- 
ary, 10th May, 10th August and 10th Novr. of each year, by petition through the Clerk 
to the Justices, who will submit the same for decision of the Sessions.

ACT NO. XIIf. OF 1852. 
An Act for consolidating and amending the Regulations of the 
Calcutta Police. 


Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend divers Rules, Ordinances, and 
Regulations which from time to time have been passed in Council, and registered in 
the Supreme Court, for the good order and civil government of the Presidency and 
Settlement of Fort William in Bengal, It is enacted as follows : 


Laws repealed, 


I. Section VIII. of Act XXI. of 1839, and the Rules, Ordinances, and Re- 
gulations for the good order and civil government of the Settlement of Fort William 
in Bengal, passed in Council, and. registered in the Supreme Court, on the several 
days hereinafter mentioned, are repealed, but not so as to revive any other Rules 
Ordinances, and Regulations thereby reapealed.

Justices of the Peace may make order of maintenance for wives and 
cheldren. 

II. If any person within the said Town, having sufficient means or employment, 

shall not duly maintain his wife or bis legitimate or illegitimate children, and shall be 

thereof convicted before a Justice of the Peace, upon his own confession or the oath 
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tf one ot more credible witnesses, the said Justice may make an order upon such per- 
son for the maintenance of such wife and children, or any of them, at such monthly 
rate as to the Justice seems reasonable, and upon non-compliance with the said order 
for any one month, or longer period, any Justice by warrant under his hand and seal, 
may commit the person 80 convicted to the Common Gaol of Calcutta without labour, 
or to the House of Correction to hard labour, for any time not exceeding two Calen- 
dar months. . 


Persons convicted of having or conveying stolen goods liable to penalty. 


IIE. Every person who shall be brought before a Justice of the Peace charged with 
having in his possession, or in his premises with his knowledge. or with conveying 
in any manner anything which may be reasonably suspected of being stolen or unlaw- 
fully obtained, and who shall not give an account to the satisfaction of such Justice 
how he came by the same, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on convic- 
tion thereof before such Justice, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
rupees, or, in the discretion of the said Justice, to imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, for any time not exceeding three Calendar months. 


Persons in whose possession stolen goods are found to be examined, &c. 


IV. When any person shall be brought before a Justice of the Peace charged with 
having in his possession, or in his premises with his knowledge, or with conveying, 
anything stolen or unlawfully obtained, and shall declare that he received the same 
from some other person, or that he was employed as a carrier, agent, or servant to 
convey the same for some other person, such Justice shall cause every such person, 
and also if necessary every former or pretended purchaser, or other person through 
whose possession the same shall have passed, to be brought before him and examined, 
and shall examine witnesses upon oath touching the same, and if it shall appear to 
such Justice that any person shall have had possession of such thing, and had reason- 
able cause to believe the same to have been stolen or unlawfully objained, such person 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to a penalty not exceed- 
ing one hundred rupees, or, in the discretion of the Justice, may be imprisoned, with 
or without hard labour, for any time not exceeding three Calendar months. Every 
such person shall be deemed to have had possession of such thing at the time and 
place when and where the same shall have been found or seized, and the possession of 
a carrier, agent, or servant shall be deemed to be the possession of the person who 
shall have employed such carrier, agent, or servant to keep or convey the same, 


On suspicion of goods being stolen or unlawfully obtained, Justice 
may grant search-warrant. 


V. If information shall be given on oath to a Justice of the Peace that there is 
reasonable cause for suspecting that anything stolen or unlawfully obtained is con- 
cealed or lodged in any dwelling-house, building, or other place, such Justice, by 
special warrant under his hand, directed to any police officer or constable, may cause 
such dwellig-house, building, or other place to be entered and searched at any time of 
the day, or by night, if power for that purpose be given by such warrant, and the said 
Justice, if it shall appear to him necessary, may empower such police officer or con- 
stable, with such assistance as may be found necessary, (such constable having pre- 
viously made known his authority,) to use force for the effecting of such entry, 
whether by breaking open doors or otherwise, and if upon search thereupon made any - 
such thing shall be found, then to convey the same before a Jusfice, or to guard the . 
same on the spot, until the offenders are taken before a Justice, or otherwise dispose 
thereof in some place of safety, and moreover to take into custody, and carry before 
the said Justice every person found in such house or place, who shall appear to have 
been privy to the deposit of any such thing, knowing or having reasonable cause to 
suspect the same to have been stolen or otherwise unlawfully obtained. 


Power to search houses for stolen property without a warrant in 

certain cases. 

VI. If information shall be given to any Superintendent, Deputy Superintendent, 
or Inspector belonging to the Calcutta Police, that there is reasonable cause for 
suspecting that any stolen property is concealed or lodged in any dwelling-house or 
other place, and the said Superintendent, Deputy Superintendent, or Inspector shall 


cc 
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have good grounds for believing that, by reason of the delay in obtaining a search-war- 
rant, the property is likely to be removed, the said Superintendent, Deputy Superinten- 
dent, or Inspector, in virtue of his office, may search for specific articles alleged to 
have been stolen in the houses and places specified ; provided always that a list of the 
articles stolen or missing be delivered and taken down in writing, with a declaration 
stating that the robbery has been committed, and that the informant has good ground 
to believe that the property ig deposited in such house or place ; and provided further 
that the person who lost the goods, or his representative, accompany the officer in the 
search, . 


Extension of Acts XXI. of 1839 and III, of 1842, to cases in which 
property stolen does not exceed fifty rupees in value. 


VII. All persons charged with the commission of any of the offences specified in 
Acts XXI. of 1839 and LII. of 1842, may be tried by any Justice of the Peace for 
the said Town, provided the value of the property which the prisoner is charged with 
having stolen does not, according to the belief of such Justice, exceed fifty rupees, 

‘anything ; in the said Acts to the contrary notwithstanding ; and all the powers by Act 
XXI. of 1839 (except Section VIII. aforesaid) and Act III. of 1842, given or re- 
served to any such Justice for the trial, conviction, and sentence of parties charged 
with having stolen property not exceeding twenty rapees in value, and all the provi- 
sions of the said Acts (except as aforesaid) shall extend and be applicable to the trial, 
conviction, and sentence of parties charged with having stolen property, not exceeding, 
according to the belief of the Justice, fifty rupees in value. 


Extension of Acts XXI. of 1889 and III. of 1842, to the offence of 
receiving stolen property when the value of the property does not 
exceed fifty rupees. 


VIII. Every person charged with the offence of: feloniously receiving goods or 
money, knowing the same to be stolen, may be tried by any Justice of the Peace, pro- 
vided that the value of the property stolen or received does not, according to the be- 
lief of the Justice, exceed fifty rupees, and every such person, on conviction of any 
such offence, shall be liable, at the discretion of the Justice, to be imprisoned, with or 
without hard labour, for any term not exceeding six Calendar months ; and all the 
powers and provisions of Act III. of 1842 and Act XXI. of 1839, except Section 
VIII. aforesaid, shall apply, so far as they may be applicable, to the trial, coviction, 
and sentence of any person charged under this Section with the offence of feloniously 
receiving goods or money knowing the same to be stolen; provided always, that if 1 
shall appear to the said Justice that such person has been previously convicted of, or is 
in the habit of receiving, stolen goods, knowing the same to be stolen, the said Justice 
shall commit such person for trial before the Supreme Court of Judicature. 


Summary conviction of persons accessory to the commission of 
certain felonies. , 


IX. Every person who is accessory, before or after the fact, to any felony which is 
punishable on summary conviction before any Justice is liable to be tried and convicted 
summarily before such Justice on his own confession or the oath of one or more 
credible witnesses, and the convicting Justice shall have power to sentence any such 
accessory toimprisonment, with or without hard labour, for any time not exceeding 
six Calendar months, or in his or their discretion, instead of trying him, to commit 
him ahs trial to the Supreme Court of Judicature, or other court having authority to 
try him. 


Punishment for boys. 


X. Whenever any boy, under the age of sixteen years, is convicted before a Justice 
of the Peace, either of simple larceny under the said Act XXI. of 1839, or, under 
this Act, of feloniously receiving goods or money knowing the same to be stolen, or of 
being an accessory to any felony which is punishable on summary conviction before any 
Justice, the said Justice, if he thinks fit, may sentence him to receive corporal punish- 


ment not exceeding fifteen stripes of a light ratan, instead of sentencing him to im- 
prisonment, 
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Cases of assault, forcible or entry, other injury not being felony. 


XI. Any person who shall commit any assault, forcible entry, or other injury ac- 
companied with force, not being felony, within the said Town, against the person or 
property of any person whatsoever, shall be liable, on conviction thereof before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, to a fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, and the said Justice may 
award the whole or any part of such fine to the party or parties aggrieved, by way of 
satisfaction for such injury, or, in the discretion of such Justice, such person shall be 
imprisoned, with or without hard labour, for any time not exceeding four Calendar 
months. 


Person charged with recent assault may be opprehended by Police 
without warrant, though assault not committed in view of Police. 


XII, Any Deputy Superintendent or Inspector of Police may take into custody, 
or authorize a Constable to take into custody, without warrant, any person who within 
the said Town shall be charged by any other person with committing an aggravated as- 
sault, in every case in which such Deputy Superintendent or Inspector of Police shall 
have good reason to believe that such assault has been committed, although not within 
view of such Deputy Superintendent or Inspector, and that by reason of the recent 
commission of the offence, a warrant could not have been obtained for the appearance 
of the offender. 


Unlawfully taking or enticing away women or female children under 
the age of sixteen. 


XII. If complaint shall be made before any Justice that any person within the 
said Town has unlawfully taken or caused to be taken away, against her will, any wo- 
man, or has unlawfully taken or caused to be taken or enticed away any female child 
under the age of sixteen years, out of the possession or protection and against the will 
of the husband, father, mother, guardian or other person who has the lawful order, 
heeping, education, or government of such child, for the purpose of living in adultery 
with such woman or child, or for purposes of prostitution, or of deflowering or dispos- 
ing of her in marriage, it shall be lawful for the said Justice to make an order for the 
immediate restoration of such woman to her liberty, or of such female child to her 
husband, father, mother, guardian, or such other person as aforesaid, as the case may 
be, and to compel compliance with such order, and, if it be necessary to use force for 
that purpose, any Deputy Superintendent or Inspector of Police, duly authorized by 
the Justice in that behalf, with such assistants as he may deem necessary, may break 
open doors or otherwise compel compliance with the same, and the said Justice may 
commit any person charged with taking, or causing to betaken, or enticing any woman 
or female child as aforesaid, for any of the purposes aforesaid, for trial before the 
Supreme Court of Judicature. 


Keeping open houses of public entertainment without licence. 


XIV. Any person who shall have or keep any house, shop, room, or place of pub- 
lic resort and entertainment within the said Town, wherein provisions, liquors, or re- 
freshments of any kind shall be sold or consumed, (whether the same shall be kept or 
retailed therein or procured elsewbere,) without a licence for the same being first had 
and obtained from and under the hand of two Justices of the Peace, shall be liable, on 
conviction thereof before any of the said Justices, to a penalty not exceeding one hun- 
dred rupees for every day that such unlicensed house or place of public resort or en- 
tertainment is kept open. 


Two Justices to grant licences. 


XV. Two or more of the said Justice shall from time to time hold licensing Ses- 
sions, for the purpose of granting licences to the keepers of such houses or places of 
public resort and entertainment as aforesaid, and the said licences may be granted by 
the said Justices for any term not exceeding one year, subject to the restriction con- 
tained in Section XII. Act. XI. of 1849, and upon such conditions to be inserted in 
every such licence as the Justices from time to time shall order, for securing the good 
behaviour of the keepers of the said houses or places of public resort or entertainment, 
and the prevention of drunkenness and disorder among the persons frequenting or using 
the same. 


a 
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Penalty for parties not conforming to the tenor of their licence. 


XVI. The keeper of every such bouse or place of public resort and entertainment, 
who shall wilfully offend against any condition of his licence, shall be liable, on convic- 
tion before a Justice of the Peace, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred rupees for 
every such offence, and in the discretion of the convicting Justice, to forfeit his li- 
cence, in addition to any other penalty or punishment that shall be imposed on him. 


Disorderly conduct and illegal harbouring of deserters in houses of 
public entertainment. 


XVII. Every person who shall have or keep any house, shop, room, or place of 
public resort or entertainment within the said Town, wherein provisions, liquors, or 
refreshments of any kind shall be sold or consumed, (whether the same shall be kept 
or retailed therein or procured elsewhere,) and who shall knowingly or wilfally permit 
drunkenness or other disorderly behaviour in such house, shop, room, or place, or who 
shall knowingly suffer any unlawful games or any gaming whatsoever therein, or who 
shall knowingly permit prostitutes or persons of notoriously bad character to meet or 
remain therein, or who shall wilfully harbour or conceal any Seaman or Apprentice 
who shall have deserted, knowing or having reason to believe such Seaman or Appren- 
tice so harboured or concealed to be a deserter, shall be liable to a penalty not exceed- 
jing one hundred rupees, and shall be liable to forfeiture of his licence, in addition to 
any other penalty or punishment that shall be imposed on him. 


Hours for sale of Spirituous liquors and intoxicating drugs. 


XVIII. Every person who shall keep open his house, shop, room, or place, for the 
purpose of selling or retailing spirituous or fermented liquors or intoxicating drugs, 
under a licence form the Collector of Calcutta, after the hour of nine at night and be- 
fore the hour of six in the morning, shall be liable, on conviction before a Justice of 
the Peace, to a penalty not exceeding twenty-five rupees, and shall also be liable, in 
the discretion of the said Justice, to the forfeiture of his licence. 


Introduction of Spirituous Liquors without licence into 
Fort William. 


XIX. If any person, not being amenable to the Articles of War, shall take or at- 
tempt to take into Fort William any quantity of spirituous liquors, wine, or intoxicat- 
ing drugs of any description, without a licence from the Commanding Officer of the 
said Fort, or from some other person thereunto authorized, any Justice of the Peace, 
upen complaint to him thereof made, may issue his summons or warrant for bringing 
the party complained of, and also the liquors, wine, or drugs, and the vessels contain- 
ing the same, before him, and in case of conviction may adjudge the said liquors, wine, 
or drugs and the vessels containing the same, to be forfeited, and every such person 
so convicted shall be liable, on conviction before a Justice of the Peage, to a penalty 
not exceeding fifty rupees, or, at the discretion of the said Justice, to imprisonment, 
with or without hard labour, for any period not exceeding two Calendar months. 


Taking Spirits, §c., into the Gaol. 

XX. Every person who shall take or throw, or attempt to take or throw, into the 
Great Gaol or House of Correction of Calcutta, any quantity of spirituous liquors, 
wine, or intoxicating drugs, without the licence or consent of the Jailor or Keeper of 
such Gaol or House of Correction respectively, shall be liable for every such offence, 
on conviction before a Justice of the Peace, to a penalty not exceeding fifty rupees, or, 
at the discretion of the said Justice, to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for 
any period not exceeding two months. 


Breaking Gaol. 

XXJ. Every person who shall have been committed to the Great Gaol or House of 
Correction, or who shall be in custody at any Police Office or Station, and who shall 
unlawfully break or escape from such Gaol, House of Correction, Police Office or Sta- 
tion, shall be liable for every such offence, on conviction before a Justice of the Peace, 
to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for any period not exceeding three 
months, and such imprisonment shall commence and take effect from and after the ex- 
piration of any other sentence of imprisonment under which such person may be im- 
prisoned at the time of committing the offence aforesaid, 
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Riotous or indecent behaviour. 


XXIJT, Every person who shall be found drunk and incapable of taking care of 
himself in any street or public thoroughfare, or who shall be guilty of any riotous or 
indecent behaviour in any street, public thoroughfare, Police Office, Station, or Sec. 
tion House, shall be liable, on conviction before a Justice of the Peace, toa penalty 
not exceeding twenty rupees for every such offence, or, at the discretion of the said 
Justice, to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for any period not exceeding 
fourteen days. 


Rogues and vagabonds. 


XXIII. Any Constable or Peace Officer belonging to the Calcutta Police may take 
into custody, without a warrant, any person who shall be found between sunset and 
sunrise armed with any dangerous or offensive instrument whatsoever with intent to 
break or enter into any dwelling-house or other building whatsoever, or any loose, 
idle, or disorderly persons whom he shall find disturbing the public peace, or whom he 
shall have good cause to suspect of having committed, or being about to commit any 
felony, misdemeanor, or breach of the peace, or any reputed thief whom he shall find 
between sunset and sunrise on board any boat in the river, or lying or loitering in any 
bazar, street, road, yard, thoroughfare or other place, and not giving a satisfcatory 
account of himself, or any person having in his possession without lawful excuse (the 
proof of which excuse shall lie on such person), any picklock key, crow, jack, bit, or 
other implement of house-breaking, or any person found between sunset and sunrise 
having bis face blackened or otherwise disguised, with intent to commit any felony, or 
any person who shall be found between sunset and sunrise in any dwelling-house or 
other building whatsoever, with intent to commit any felony therein; and every such 
offender, on conviction hefore a Justice, either on his own confession or on the evi- 
dence of one or more credible witnesses, shall be liable, at the discretion of the said 
Justice, to be imprisoned, with or without hard labour, for any term not exceeding 
four Calendar months. 


Beggars. 


XXIV. Every person who shall beg or apply for alms or relief in any public road, 
streets, or thoroughfares, or who shall expose or exhibit any sores, wounds, bodily ail- 
ment or deformity in such roads, streets, or public thoroughfares, with the abject of 
exciting charity, or of obtaining alms or relief, or who shall, anywhere within the Town, 
seek for or obtain alms or relief by means of any false statements or pretences, or who 
shall cause, aid, or abet any such person as aforesaid in the commission of any of the 
said offences, shalt, for every such offence, on conviction before a Justice, be liable to 
imprisonment, with or without hard lahour, for any period not exceeding two Calendar 
months. 

Furtous driving. 

XXV. Every person who shall drive or ride fariously, or at a greater rate than ten 
miles an hour, any vehicle or animal in the said streets or public thoroughfares, shall, 
for every such offence, on conviction thereof before a Justice, be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding fifty rupees, or in default of payment thereof, to imprisonment for any 
period not exceeding one Calendar month. 


Lamps to vehicles. 


XXVI, Every person who shall drive any vehicle of any description at any time 
between one hour after sunset and one hour before sunrise, without having a lighted 
lamp affixed to such vehicle, shall, for every such offence, on conviction thereof before 
a Justice, be liable to a penalty of not more than fifty rupees, or in default of pay - 
ment thereof, to imprisonment for any period not exceeding one Calendar month. 


For suppression of common gaming-houses. 


XXVIII. If any person shall make oath before a Justice of the Peace that any 
house, building, room, or other place within the Town is commonly reported and be- 
lieved to be kept or used as a common gaming-house or place, such Justice, by an or- 
der in writing, may authorize a Deputy Superintendent or Inspector of Police to enter 
any such house, building, room, or place, with such constables as he shall deem re- 
quisite to accompany him, and if necessary to use force for the purpose of effecting 
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such entry, whether by breaking open doors or otherwise, and to take into custody and 
search all persons found therein, and to seize all tables and instruments of gaming 
found in such house, building, room, or place, or on the persons of any of those 
found therein, and also to seize all moneys and securities for money found in any 
such house, building, room, or place, and the owner or keeper of the said gaming- 
house, or place, or other person having the care and management thereof, shall be li- 
able, on conviction before a Justice of the Peace, to a penalty not exceeding one bun- 
dred rupees, or, at the discretion of the said Justice, to imprisonment, with or with- 
out hard labour, for any time not exceeding three Calendar months, and upon convic- 
tion of any such offender oil such tables and instruments of unlawfal games shall be 
destroyed or otherwise disposed of by order of the Justice before whom the conviction 
is had, and all the moneys and securities for moneys so found shall be forfeit- 
ed to Government, and every person found on such premises, and who shall 
not be the owner oc keeper or other person having the care or management 
thereof, shall be liable, on conviction before a Justice of the Peace, toa penalty not 
exceeding fifty rapees. 


Proof of playing for stakes unnecessary. 

XXVIII. It shall not be necessary, ia support of any information for gaming in, or 
for suffering any games or gaming in, or for keeping or managing or being concerned in 
the management or conduct of any common gaming-house or place, under this Act, to 
ee that any person found playing at any game was playing for any money, wager, or 
stake. 


What articles if found shall be evidence that the house is a gaming-house. 


XXIX. Where any cards, dice, balls, counters, tables, or other instruments of gam- 
ing, used in playing any unlawful game, are found in any house, building, room, or 
place, suspected to be used as a common gaming-house or place, aud entered by an 
order issued under this Act, or about the person of any who are found therein, it shall 
be evidence, until the contrary is made to appear, that such house, building, room, or 
place, is used as a common gaming-house or place, and that the persons found in the 
house, building, room, or place, where such tables or instruments of gaming shall have 
been found, were playing therein, although no play was actually going on in the pre- 
sence of the Superintendent, Deputy Superintendent, Inspector, or Constable entering 
the same as aforesaid. 

Gambling in the streets. 

XXX. Every person who shall game for money, or any other thing or reward what- 
soever, or who shall join in, bet at, or abet, or be present forthe purpose of joining, 
betting at, or abetting any such gaming, in any street or public thoroughfare in the said 
Town, shall be liable, on conviction thereof before a Justice, to a penalty not exceed- 
ing fifty rupees, or in default of payment, to imprisonment for any term not exceeding 
ene Calendar month. 


Using false or defective weights and measures. 

XXXJ. All persons who deal in any articles by retail by weight or measure, and 
who have in or about their shops or premises, or otherwise in their possession, any false 
or deficient weight, measures, beam or scale, shall be liable, on conviction before a 
Justice of the Peace, toa penalty not exceeding twenty rupees, or, at the discretion of 
the said Justice, to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for any period uot 
exceeding one Calendar month ; and every,such false and defective weight, measure, 
beam or scale shall be forfeited, and the said Justice shall cause the same to be destroy- 
ed ; and it shall be lawful for the Chief Magistrate or Superintendent of Police from 
time to time to issue public notices at the Police Office and Thannas, and such places 
as to him appear suitable, of the exact weight and measure of just weights and mea- 
sores, and to keep at the Police Office and Thannas standard weights and measures 
for the information of the public. 


False weights and measures. 

XXXII. Any Justice of the Peace, or the Superintendent of Poliee, may issue his 
warrant, directing any Deputy Superintendent or Inspector of Police to enter into any 
shop or other place where articles are bought and sold by retail, and to search for and 
to examime the weights and measures therein, and seize all such as he may suspect to 
be forefeited as false and deficient in weight. 
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Justice of the Peace may take cognizance of cases of desertion or 
unauthorized absence from their ship of Foreign and Asiatic seamen. 


XXXII. Ifany seaman, whether British or Foreign, shall, wilfally and without 
leave or lawful excuse, absent himself from his vessel, any Justice of the Peace, upon 
complaint upon oath, and at the instance of any of the officers of the said vessel, may 
issue his warrant to apprehend and detain the said seaman and convey him on board of 
his vessel ; and whenever any seaman shall have been imprisoned, it shall be lawful for 
any Justice of the Peace, on the release of such seaman from imprisonment, to cause 
him to be conveyed on board of the Vessel to which hse may belong. 


Arms carried by persons without due authority. 


XXXIV. No person, not being a soldier or sailor in the service of the Queen or 
the East India Company, or a Constable belonging to the Calcutta Police, shall be en- 
titled to carry any sword, spear, gun, or other offensive weapon in any street, tho- 
roughfare, or public place, unless by leave of the Chief Magistrate or other head of the 
Police ; and any person offending against this enactment shill be liable to be disarmed 
by any Constable or other person acting under such instructions as shall be from time 
to time given by the Chief Magistrate or other head of the Police ; and the weapons so 
seized shall be taken before the Chief Magistrate or other head of the Police, and for- 
feited to the Government, if the Chief Magistrate or other head of the Police, in his 
discretion, shall think fit to declare them forfeited. 


The regulation of carriages and persons at places of public resort. 


XXXV. The Chief Magistrate or other head of the Police from time to time, and 
as occasion may require, may make regulations for keeping clear the public ghauts and 
landing stairs, and for the route to be observed in the public streets and places by all 
carts, carriages, palanquins, hackeries, and other vehicles, and by all horses, cattle and 
persons, and as to the times during which they may take the said routes, and for pre- 
venting obstruction of the streets and thoroughfares within the Town on all times of pub- 
lic processions and native holidays, as also during the time of Divine service, and also 
may give directions to the Constables and other peace officers for keeping order and 
for preventing any obstruction of the thoroughfares in the immediate neighbourhood of 
any place of public resort, and in any case when the ghauts, landing-stairs, streets, or 
thoroughfares may be thronged or may be liable to be obstructed, and every person op- 
posing or net obeying the orders so issued by the Chief Magistrate or other head of 
the Police shall be liable to be arrested and retained by the Police, and, on conviction 
before a Justice of the Peace, shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred rupees. 


Police Officers taking bribes. 


XXXVI. Any Police Officer or Constable who shall ask for or take any bribe or 
unauthorized reward in consideration of his doing or omitting to do any act in his of. 
ficial capacity, shall be liable, on conviction before a Justice of the Peace, to a penalty 
not exceeding five hundred rupees, or, at tbe discretion of the said Justice, to impri- 
sonment, with or without hard labour, for any time not exceeding three months. 


As to manufacture or possession of gun-powder or gun-cotton. 


XXXVII. The Rule, Ordinance, and Regulation passed by the Governor-General 
in Council on the 8th April 1802, and Section Il. Act XVIII. of 1841, are hereby 
repealed. Any person who shall, within the limits of the said Town, manufacture 
gunpowder or gun-cotton, or who shall, without a licence for that purpose being first 
had and obtained from the Chief Magistrate, have in his possession in any house, shop, 
ware-house, or other building, at any one time, a greater quantity of gun-powder or 
gun-cotton for sale or otherwise than ten pounds, shall, on conviction before a Justice 
of the Peace, be liable to a forfeiture of all such gun-powder or gun-cotton so manu- 
factured or possessed, together with the vessel or receptacle in which it may be seized, 
and also fo a fine not exceeding in amount the sum of rupees five hundred. 


Chief Magistrates to grant licences for sale and deposit of gun-powder,§c. 


XXXVITI. It shall be lawfal for the Chief Magistrate to grant to any person 
(whom he shall deem fit and propzr) a licence for the sale or keeping in deposit, within 
the limits of the said Town, any quantity of imported or Indian manufactured gun- 
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powder not exceeding fifty pounds, or any quantity of gun-cotton not exceeding twenty 
pounds, on such conditions as shall be specified in the licence, and any person who 
shall be guilty of a breach of any of such conditions, sball, on conviction before a 
Justice of the Peace, be liable to a forfeiture of his licence and of all gun-powder or 
gun-cotton so kept in deposit contrary thereto, and also to a fine not exceeding rupees 
two hundred. 


Licences to be in force for one year and to contain certain provisions. 


XXXIX. Every such licence as is mentioned ia the preceding Section shall be in 
force for a period of one year only and no longer, but shall be renewable by the said 
Chief Magistrate at his discretion on the same or any other terms and conditions, and 
such licence shall also provide for the transit and carrying of gun-powder from one 
place to another within the limits of the said Town, in sach manner and in such quan- 
tity as shall be deemed advisable for the safety of the inhabitants and of property 
within the said Town, and every person offending against such provisions shall be li- 
able to a fine not exceeding rupees fifty. 


As to search for gun-powder, §c. 


XL. Any Justice of the Peace, on credible information laid before him on oath or 
solemn affirmation, that gun-powder or gun-cotton or mixed materials for making the 
same, contrary to the provisions of this Act, are suspected to be stored, kept, or pos- 
sessed by any person, may issue his warrant authorizing any Police Officer to search in 
the day-time any house, shop, magazine, or other building or place in which he has 
reasonable ground to suspect any gun-powder or gun-cotton to be manufactured, sold, 
or kept, or any boat, carriage, cart, or other vehicle in which any gun-powder or gun- 
cotton or materials for manufacturing the same may be suspected to be carried, or any 
person suspected of carrying the same contrary to such licence ur to the provisions of 
this Act, and all gun-powder, gun-cotton, or materials for manufacturing the same, 
found on such search shall, together with the vessels or receptacles in which they may 
be stored, be immediately seized and brought before a Justice of the Peace; with whom 
the same shall be kept till it shall be adjudged whether the same shall be forfeited. 


Act not applicable to Government powder, &c. 


XLI. The four last preceding Sections shall not extend to any Government maga- 
zine or store, or building for the making or deposit of gun-powder or gun-cotton under 
the authority or for the use of the Government, or to any gun-powder or gun-cotton for 
the use of Her Majesty's or the East India Company's Troops, or otherwise for the 
service of Government, or to any of Her Majesty’s Vessels of War, or the Vessels of 
the Indian Navy, or of the East India Company’s Marine, or to any other Vessel 
within the River Hooghly laden with gun-powder for importation or exportation. 


As to Vessels arriving in river with powder on board. 


XLII. Commanders of merchant vessels entering the River Hooghly shall, on or 
before the arrival of their vessels off Moyapore, deposit in the Magazine at that place 
all gun-powder intended for the Ship’s use from on board their respective vessels, ex- 
ceeding the quantity of fifty pounds, which quantity they shall be permitted to retain in 
their vessels for the purpose of firing salutes or signals in case of distress, and the gun- 
powder so deposited shall he again delivered on board on the return of the respective 
vessels from Calcutta in prosecution of the outward voyage ; and Commanders of mer- 
chant vessels in the River Hooghly having on board their vessels gun-powder or gun- 
cotton for importation (not being gun-powder belonging to the Government) exceeding 
the quantity of fifty pounds, shall also deposit the same, on or before the arrival of their 
vessels off Moyapore, in the Magazine of that place, under charge of an Officer belong- 
ing to the Customs at that place, or such other person as the Governor of Bengal may 
appoint, and the proprietors or consignees of such gun-powder or gun-cotton, or their 
agents, whenever they shall desire to remove the same from the Magazine, shall make 
application to the Collector of Sea Customs for authority to do so, which application, 
when it be intended that such gun-powder or gun-cotton shall be lodged in any place, or 
be laden in any boat or other conveyance within the limits of the said town, shall be 
accompanied by a writen order of permission, signed by a Justice of the Peace to that 
effect, and when it be intended that such guo-powder or gun-cotton shall be exported 
by sea, the Commanders of vessels, or the proprietors, or th.ir agents, by whom it 
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shall have been deposited in the Magazine, shall make application to the Collector of 
sea Customs for permission so to export it; and the Collector of Sea Customs shall 
comply with such applications aforesaid, except where the exportation of ammunition 
shall require, under provisions of Act XVIII. of 1841, a licence from a public Officer 
other than the Collector of Sea Customs, in which case the Collector of Sea Customs 
shall not comply with the application unless it be accompanied by the licence of such 
public Officer; and on or before the removal of all gun-powder or gun-cotton from the 
Magazine, the Collector of Sea Customs shall and he is hereby authorized to levy a 
fee, the rate of which shall not exceed two annas per pound, for all gun-powder or gun- 
cotton that has been lodged therein, which fee shall be taken to cover all charges for 
the safe custody of the gun-powder or gun-cotton during the period it has remained 
or shall remain in the Magazine; provided algo, that the Governor of Bengal shall be 
at liberty to autborize such arrangement to be made by letting or otherwise contracting 
for the custody of the Magazine, and for the collection and appropriation of the fees 
which may be charged for gun-powder or gun-cotton stored therein, as he may think 
proper, subject however to all the restrictions and rules imposed by this Section in res- 
pect to the removal from the Magazine of gun-powder therein stored. 


Penalties. 


XLII. For every act done or omitted to be done contrary to the provisions of 
the last preceding Section by the Commander of any merchant vessel in the port of 
Calcutta, the Commander aforesaid shall, on conviction thereof before any Justice of the 
Peace, be liable toa penalty of two hundred rupees: and the Collector of Sea Cus- 
toms is hereby empowered to search for any quantity of gun-powder which he may have 
reason to believe to be on board a merchant vessel inthe port of Calcutta, contrary to 
the provisions of this Act, and to seize and detain it as forfeited to Government, to be 
dealt with as the Governor of Bengal sball think right to direct. 


Jurisdiction of Justice on the river Hooghly. 


XLIV. The jurisdiction of the Justices of the Peace acting within and for the said 
Town shall extend to all offences committed by any person in sea-going vessels in any 
part of the River Hooghly, and the said Justices shall have the same power and juris- 
diction in respect of criminal offences committed in sea-going vessels in any part of 
the said river, that thay now have and exercise within the said Town. 


Persons apprehended without warrant to be taken first to the Station- 
house, and if not admitted to bail, to the Police Office. 


XLV. Every Officer belonging to the Calcutta Police is hereby authorized to arrest 
with a warrant any person committing in his view any offence against this Act, and every 
person taken into custody without warrant by any Constable belonging to the Calcutta 
Police shall be forthwith taken to the Station-house to which the Constable belongs, in 
order that such person may be detained, until he can be brought before a Justice of 
the Peace to be dealt with according to law, or in order that such person may give bail 
for his appearance before a Justice of the Peace, if the Superintendent, Deputy Super- 
intendent, or Inspector at the Station shall deem it prudent to take bail in the manner 
hereinafter mentioned, which he is hereby authorized to do, 


Power to take recognizances, at Station-houses or Police Lock-up on 
certain charges. 


XLVI. Whenever any person is brought to the Station-house as aforesaid, charged 
with misdemeanor, assault, or with having carelessly done any hurt or damage, or 
whenever any Superintendent, Deputy Superintendent, or Inspector of Police, or Towa 
Serjeant in charge of a Police Lock-up, shall deem it probable that any person so 
brought is falsely or maliciously cnarged with having committed a felony, and any such 
person as aforesaid shall be, without the warrant of a Magistrate, in the custody of 
any Constable of the Calcutta Police, it shall be lawful for the Superintendent or any 
Deputy Superintendent of Police, if he shall deem it prudent, to enlarge such person 
on his own recognizance, with or without sureties, conditioned as hereinafter men- 
tioned. 

dd 
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Condition of recognizance. 


XLVII. Every recognizance so taken shall be without fee or reward, and shall be 
conditioned for the appearance of the person thereby bound before a Justice of the 
Peace at his next sitting, and the time and place of appearance and the sum thereby 
acknowledged (not exceeding one thousand rupees) shall be specified in the said re- 
cognizance, or the condition thereof; and the officer taking the recognizance sball en- 
ter into a book, to be kept for the purpose, the name, residence, and occupation of the 
party and his surety or sureties (if any) entering into such recognizance, together with 
the condition thereof, and the sum thereby acknowledged, and shall return every such 
recognizance to the Justice present at the time and place, and when, and where the 
party is bound to appear, and the said recognizance may be in either of the forms as 
the case may be, in Schedule (A) to this Act annexed, or to the like effect. 


Amends may be awarded for false or malicious charges. 


XLVIIS. In every case in which any person shall be given in charge to a Constable, 
or in which any information or complaint of any offence shall be laid or made before 
any Justice of the Peace, and it shall appear to the Justice by whom the case shall be 
heard that there was no sufficient ground for making the charge, it shall be lawful for 
such Justice, at his discretion, to award such amends not more than the sum of fifty 
rupees, to be paid by the informer to the party informed or complained against, for his 
loss of time and expenses in the matter, as to the Justice shall.seem meet. 


Offences how to be tried. 


XLIX. Every Justice of the Peace shall be empowered summarily to hear and de- 
termine every complaint of an offence committed against this Act, and to convict any 
person charged with any such offence on the oath of one or more witnesses, or by his 
own confession, and to award the penalty or punishment herein provided for such 
offence. 


Justices may proceed by summons, and if party does not appear may 
wssue warrant. 


L. Upon any information or complaint to be laid or made before any Justice of the 
Peace (which complaint need not be made upon oath) of any matter which such Justice 
is authorized to hear and determine, either under this or any other Act or Regulation, 
he may summon the party charged, and if such party shall not appear according to the 
tenor of the summons, the Justice, upon proof of the service of the summons, may 
proceed, in all cases which are not of a criminal nature, if no sufficient cause shall be 
shown for the non-appearance of the party, to heur and determine the case in the ab- 
sence of the party, and in all criminal cases shall issue his warrant for apprehending 
and bringing such party before him, or some other Justice, in order that the said in- 
formation and complaint may be heard and determined. 


How summons may be served. 


LI. Every such summons may be served by delivering it or a copy thereof to the 
party or to his wife, servant, or some inmate of his dwelling, or by delivering it at or 
affixing it to the door or wall of his usual place of abode. 


Justices may issue warrant without summons. 


LIT. A Justice of the Peace may, without issuing any summons, forthwith issue 
his warrant for the apprehension of any person charged with any offence cognizable be- 
fore him, either under this or any other Act or Regulation, whenever good grounds for 
so doing shall be stated on oath before him. 


May enforce attendance of witnesses. 


LIJI. Any Justice may summon any witness to appear and give evidence upon the 
matter of any offence cognizable before him, either under this or any other Act or Re- 
gulation, with which any person shall be charged before him, at a time and place ap- 
pointed for hearing the information or complaint, and, by warrant under his hand and 
seal, may require any person to be brought before him who shall neglect or refuse to 
give evidence at the time and place appointed on such summons, proof upon oath being 
first given of personal service of the summons upon the person against whom such 
warrant shall be granted, and such Justice may commit any person coming or brought 
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before him who shall refuse to give evidence, to the Common Gaol of Calcutta, for any 
time not exceeding fourteen days, or until such person shall sooner submit himself to be 
examined, and in case of such submission the order of such Justice shall bea suffici- 
ent warrant for the discharge of such person. ° 


Power to Magistrates to order prisoners to be brought up to the Police 


Office. 


LIV. When any Justice of the Peace is desirous of examining any prisoner con- 
fined in the Great Gaol or House of Correction as a witness or defendant, with respect 
to any charge, case, or proceeding pending before him, it shall be lawful for such Jus - 
tice to issue an order in the form contained in Schedule (B) to this Act annexed, or to 
the like effect, addressed to the keeper or Governor of the said Gaol or House of Cor- 
rection, requiring him to bring such prisoner in proper custody, at a time to be therein 
named, to the Police Office, for examination, and the xeeper or Governor of the said 
Gaol or House of Correction, on the receipt of such order, shall act in accordance 
therewith, and shall take care for the safe custody of the prisoner during his absence 
from prison for the purpose aforesaid. 


Recovery of penalties and forfeitures. 


LV. All penalties and forfeitures and other sums of money imposed, awarded, or 
ordered to be paid by any Justice of the Peace under the authority of this Act, and all 
sums of money which any person is bound to pay under any recognizance taken before 
a Justice of the Peace or an officer of Police empowered to take recognizances by this 
Act and afterwards forfeited, in case of non-payment thereof, may be levied by distress 
and sale of the goods and chattels of the offender or person liable to pay the same, by 
warrant under the hand of any Justice of the Peace, and in case any such penalty or 
forfeiture or sum of money shall not be forthwith paid, any Justice ma, order the party 
to be detained in safe custody until the return can be conveniently made to such warrant 
of distress, unless such party shall give security to the satisfaction of such Justice for 
his appearance at such place and time as shall be appointed for the return of the war- 
rant of distress, and the Justice may take such security by way of recognizance or other- 
wise ; and if upon the return of such warrant it shall appear that no such sufficient dis. 
tress could be had whereon to levy the said penalty, or forfeiture, or sum of money, and 
the same shall not be forthwith paid, or in case it shall appear to the satisfaction of the 
Justice, by the confession of the party or otherwise, that he has not sufficient goods and 
chattels whereupon such penalty, forfeiture, or sum of money could be levied if warrant 
of distress should be issued, the Justice, by warrant under his hand, may commit such 
party to the Common Gaol of Calcutta, there to remain for any time not exceeding two 
Calendar months. 


Convictions to be quashed on merits only. Form of Conviction, &c. 


LVI. No conviction, order, or judgment of any Justice of the Peace shall be quashed 
for error of form or procedure, but only on the merits; and it shall not be necessary 
to state on the face of the conviction, order, or judgment, the evidence on which it 
proceeds ; but the depositions taken, or a copy of them, shall be returned with the con- 
viction, order, or judgment, in obedience to any writ of certiorari, and if no jurisdic- 
tion appears on the face of the conviction, order, or judgment, but the depositions 
taken supply that defect, the conviction, order, or judgment shall be aided by what so 
appears in such depositions. 


LVITI. In the constraction of this Act the following words and expressions shall 
have the several meanings hereby assigned to them, unless there be something in the 
context or subject repugnant to such construction ; that is to say,— 

Words importing the singular number only shall include the plural, and words im- 
porting the plural number only shall include the singular. 

Words importing the masculine gender only shall include females. 

The word ** Town’’ shall include the Town of Calcutta and Settlement of Fort Wil- 
liam. 

The word ‘‘ Justice” or “' Justices of the Peace’’ shall mean the Justices of the 
Peace for the time being acting within and for the said Town of Calcutta and Settle- 
ment of Fort William. 

The word ‘' Oath’’ shall mean any oath or solemn affirmation in lieu of an oath.
